Waseinoton, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Speolal.— 

Ochiltree has made no 

sensation during his brief term in Congress. 

Heraided by the advertisements of cheap para- 

graphers, this Texas Ochiltree came to Con- 

gress threatening to make a sensation during 
evety day of his term. He was snubbed into 
absolute insighificance from the start. Carlisle 
declined to put him on even a res ble 
committee. gu ve him a position upon the 

Agricuitu mumittee, which was equivalent 

to no appointment. Today Ochiitree tried to 

redeem himself by making himseif the hero of 

& sensation. He has taken some part 

in the discussion of the proposition 

to improve Galveston Harbor. A Col. 

Alexander, who alleges that be owns certain 

wharf properties at Galveston, bas opposed 

Ochiltree. Today Ochiltree spoke in the House 


ot Alexander as a man who bad left Texas for 


Texas’ good. A short time after this he was 
called out by Alexander. The latter is asmail, 
inoffensive-looking man, about half the size of 
Ochiltree. Alexander said: 

“I understand that you have been denounc- 
ing me upon the floor of the House. What 
was it that you said about me?”

I will go and 
ask some of the members about it who were 
about you at the time.“ 

At tis Ochiltree burst out with:

This bit of declamation was delivered in a 
loud, rouring voice. Alexander laughed, but 
Ochiltree was evidently very much frightened, 
but what at no one bas as yet been able to dis- 
cover. Herushed isto the House and cried 
out to the Speaker: 

“I want to make a statement which I can 
sabstantiate.”’ 

The idea of the Texas member desiring to 
make a statement of that sort pleased the 
House. The members burst out into a 
regular roar of laugbter. Ochiltree then 
went on indignantly declaiming, saying that

IN WILLETT STREET. 
SECRET CONFERENCES AT THE TOWNER MAN- 
SION. 


ALBANY, N. T., Feb. 18.—[Special.]—The 
Willett street mansion where Grover Cleveland 
prepares himseif at present for his actual ele- 
vation to the Presidency continues to be the 
scene of many closely-cuarded private confer- 
ences in which none but the members of Til- 
den’s inner political circie are permitted to 
take part. Those of Sunday and Muaday were 
foliowed by a visit from W. C. Whitney and F. 
L. Stebon of New York, who arrived late Tues- 
day night and remained in town, mostly at 
Cleveland’s house, until this afternoon. Of 
course they would divulge none of the 
secrets of the Willett street mansion, 
Whitney, as was learned from 
areliable sourcs, has informed friends that 
Manning, Bayard, and Thurman have been 
definitly determined upon as Cabinet members. 
Thurman will not, howevér, be invited to Al- 
bany, but will be negotiated with through a 
messenger. 

From the same source comes the statement 
that Garland is by no means certain to be ap- 
pointed Attorney-General. 
notions do not quite harmonize with the State- 
sovereigaoty spirit which will pervade Cleve- 
land’s Administration. The rumor that New 
York will get two Cabinet positions and that 
Whitney wf be Attorney-General is again re- 
vived, and the members of the New York 
County Democracy insist that it would be only 
fair to take as many men from New York into 
the Cabinet as Cleveland and Manning thought 
best. ’ 

An effort is made to have it appear as if 
Manning was highly acceptable to the Inde- 
pendents, but your correspondent has the best 
of authority for the statement that the ap- 
pointment of Manning will be a great disap 
pointment to Ottendorfer, who for some time 
has been more of an Independent than a Dem- 
ocrat, and who is looked upon as the best rep- 
resentative of the reform Democrats. 

It is also said now that Vilas was never 
seriously considered for the Cabinet. His re- 
fusal to lead the forlorn hope in Wisconsin by 
running for Governor is looked upon as a 
breach of contract by Manning, who consent- 
ed to his election as Chairman of the National 
Convention with the understanding that this 
was necessary to boom Vilas for the Guberna- 
torial nomination in W iggonsin. 


AT WASHINGTON. 
BAYARD’S RETURN TO WASHINGTON. 

‘Wasuninotor, D. C., Feb. 18.—({Special,)— 
The return of Senators Gorman and Bayard 
from Albany today gavea fresh impetus to 
Cabinet talk. Bayard did not reach here until 
after 2 p. m., but before his arrival it was as- 
serted positively that he had informed Cleve- 
land of his wilitmgness to accept. He regards 
it as @ sacrifice to give up his seat in the 
Senate, and is understood to have said as much 
to Cleveland, but concluded that it was his 
duty to serve wherever it was believed he could 


be of most value to his party. This atternoon a 


member of the House addressed Bayard as Mr. 
Seoretary,”’ and thougt be replied that that 
was premature, it was apparent that the new 
title pleased him. To his more intimate friends 
Bayard has admitted his purpose to enter the 
Cabinet. Recently some strong protests 
against his appointment bave been sent to 
Cleveland by Democrats who maintain that the 
party cannot get along without the Irish vote. 
These Democrats, some of whom are members 
of the House, say that Bayard's dynamite 
resolution rtally offended the Irish, and that 
they will not act bereafter with a party which 
places him at the head of its Cabinet. But, 
even if Cleveland bad been induced to listen to 
such protests, it was too late when they were 
made, as he was already practically committed 
to Bayard. 
LAMAR. 

It has been suggested to Cleveland that it 
might not be weil to put an ex-Confederate in 
charge of the pensions. The argument is used 
that every pension case ted by an ex-Con- 
federate would bring upon bis head an ava- 
lanche of criticism; that it would be, for polit- 
ical effect, charged to Rebel prejudice, and 
thus the sectionai question would be kept alive. 
For similar reasons it is not deemed expedient 
to put an ex-Confedefate at the head of the 
War or Navy Department. The only place 
left open for Lamar is the Post-Office Depart- 
ment. The general belief among Democratic 
Senators is that Lamar will be of- 
fered that department, and, though some 
weeks ago he said he would not 
exchange his seat in the Senate for any other 
position, no doubt is entertained thai be will 
accept a Cabinet position. Representative 
Money has come to the belief that Lamar is to 
have the place he so longed for, and, making a 
virtue of necessity, he bas insisted that Lamar 
shall consider himself absoived from all prom- 
ise of support to bim (Money) and shall take 
the position. Money has never fora moment 
been seriously thought of by Cleveland, and 
his self-asserted boom bas been a subject of 
ridicule. Senator Jonas’ friends now admit 
that Lamar is the coming man. They have

BITTER FEELING. 


Some sharp feeling has been aroused at 
Cleveland's course in passing by some of the 
most ardent and faithful supporters he had for 
the nomination and taking two of his most 
prominent Cabinet members from the ranks 
of his opponents. The original Cleveland men 
deemed it right and proper that Bayard, as the 
rival candidate for the nomination and the 
leader of the element that antagonized Cleve- 
land, should be tendered a portfolio, 
but they expected the President-elect to 
choose the remainder of his Cabinet 
from among his friends. Some of them

SPOILS. 
THE RAIWAY MAIL SERVICE. 

CenTraLia, III., Feb. 17.—{Special.]—The 
taking of the post-offices by the Democrats will 
be attended with dittie interference with the 
machinery of the service as compared with the 
demoralizing effect a general change in the 
railway mail service would have. While there 
are many things about the working of a post- 
office which require considerabie initiation they 
do not begin to compare with the amount of 
knowledge concerning routes which is required 
of a railway postal-clerk. Periodically postal- 
clerks are examined and are required to keep 
stored in their head the exact location of at 
least 90 per cent of the offices in the 
State in which their route lies. Mr. 
B. Welden, who has charge of 
a run from Centralia to Cairo, said: “It will 
take teu years to acquire the same proficiency 
rendered on this route by the present force. 
Any man of ordinary intelligence could master 
any of the professions almost as soon as t 
come an expert postal clerk on any of the 
routes.“ : 

J. L. Hartman runs on the Hastings (Neb.) 
and Kearney (Neb.) RailwafP"Post-Office. The 
route is thirty-uſue miles long. Seven Demo- 
crates are known to be seeking a position on 
the line. r. Hartman thought a thorough 
knowledge of, the route could be acquired in 
eight months.) D. H. Morgan, a Duluth and St. 
Paul agent, had not beard of any seekers after 
bis positian. time required to learn the 
route would depend on the ability of the learner. 
Jacob Heiman of the Council Bluffs and Bruns- 
wick Railroad Post-Office thought there would 
be plenty of applicants if there was any show 
of success. It would take a year to run the 
route with new hands as well as it is now run.

The Fatal Snow-Slides — Petroleum 
Struck in Wyoming — Other Mat- 
ters. 

SALr Lake Crrr. Utah, Feb. 18.—The relief 
party sent to bring in the dead by the Alta 
snuowslide returned last night. These, reported 
dead, were rescued alive: Andrew White, but 
little injured, was under the snow twelve 
hours; Fred Cullinin, injured in the back, not 
seriously, buried sixteen hours; Mr. Keist, six 
hours buried. Besides these, Mr. Ford was 
badly burt, though not engulfed. The body of 
a Chinaman was not found. Twelve bodes 
were brought down the caiion sewed in 
blankets and lashed ons sieds. The first 
sled bad the body of Mattie 
Hickey. The body of Tim Madden, 
Jerry Regan, David P. Evans, James Watson. 
Barney Gibson, and Mrs. Ford, with ber baby 
lashed to ber breast, came in the order given. 
The last sled had the four children of Ed. Bal- 
lou. Mrs. Ford had been married a year and 
a half. She begged her husband to take ber 
and their baby to a piace of safety that fatal 
night, saying she felt sure a slide was coming. 
He disregarded her “whim.” An inquest was 
held this forenoon, bringing out no new facts. 
The burials will take place tomorrow. Mrs. 
Baliou, Mrs. Keist (wounded), Mrs. Hemit, 
Mrs. Johnson and her four children, and 
Lans Olson and four children are 
yet in Alta in constant danger.

HILL AND TELLER. 


The Latter Charged with an Attempt 
to Suppress Important Papers. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special}|—Sev- 
eral days ago Senator Hill addressed a letter 
to Secretary Teller asking him how soon copies 
of the reports of the land agents who investi- 
gated the charges of fraud against the land 
entries in the Territory of New Mexico would 
be ready to be sent up to the Senate, in reply 
to the Senate resoiution calling for these docu- 
ments. Senator Hill received a reply Mon- 
day. The letter is very evasive. It says that 
the documents are very voluminous and that 
seme time will be required to prepare copies. 
The Secretary is unable to state just 
when these copies will be ready. Senator 
Hill construes this reply to mean that the 
Secretary does not intend to comply with the 
resolution. He will probably delay sending up 
the papers until the close of the session, and 
trust to the excitement of the change of Ad- 
ministration to prevent the matter ever being 
thought of again. It ts not unlikely that the 
documents themselves may be destroyed. 
This is so well known that the Secretary will 
not be able to protect bimeelf. After the 4th 
the agents themselves will be free from 
his dictation and will be able to reproduce 
without @ifficulty the practical results of 
their investigation.

PUBLIC CHARITIES. 
EIGHTH BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
STATE COMMISSIONERS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 18.—[Special.]|—The 
eighth biennial report of the Board of State 
Commissioners of Public Charities has just 
been issued. It eovers sixty-four printed 
pages, giving a great deal of statistical and 
other information of general public interest, 
which has been compiled by the Rev. F. H. 
Wines, Secretary of the board. The growth of 
the Illinois institutions is shown by the fact 
that, while in 1875 there was an average of 
1. 795 inmates in the State charitabie instſtu- 
tions, there was last year an average of 3,702, 
which has necessitated an increase of expendi- 
ture, but not in a corresponding rate. The 
increase of expenditure annually, for main- 
tenance only, not — 14 for 
buildings, etc., bas been 73,998 for ten 
months in 1875 (which is at the rate of $408,795 
for a full calendar year), to $741,040 in 1884. 

The financial exhibit of the institutions for 


| the last two years shows that with balances left 


over from previous years and appropriations 
for the two years covered by the report there 
was a total of $3,312,954 provided tor the ex- 
penses of the institutions. The cash disburse- 
ments for the ten institutions aggregated 
$2,163,678. The amount remaining in the hands 
of local treasurers Sept. 80, 1884, was $103,582; 
amount remaining in State Tr asury undrawu 
at the same date, $1,042,110. The sum of $3,583 
appropriated but not drawn lapsed lato the 
State Treasury. The figures above given rep- 
resent cash receipts and disbursements. The 
actual expenses during the fiscal yea 6 1483 
and 188f may have been more or less 
than the cash payments, according to the 
amount of outstanding debt at the beginning 
and at the end of the period. In fact, they 
were less. The actual expenses incurred have 
been:

pital, $269,557; Inatitution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, . $218,134; 
$68,188; Asylum for Feeble-Minded, $129,899;

During the two years covered by the report 
7.108 patients were treated at these institu- 
tions. Of this number 3,041 were discharged 
and 4.067 remained Sept. 30, 1884. 

The report says: 

The Board of State Commissioners of Public 
Charities was created iu 1866. Since that time, in- 
cluding the appropriations made in 1869, there — 
been appropriated to the ten institutions under 
our care, for ordinary expenses or maintenance, 
$7,830,992, and for special purposes, principally for 
bulidings, $4,283,200, making the large aggregate 
sum of $12,164,198. The institutions are maintained 
almost wholly by appropriations from the public 
treasury, the amount of miscellaneous income 
from petit sales and charges for clothing being 
comparativety insignificant. All the inmates are sup- 
ported wholly at the expense of the State and absorb 
more than half of the general revenue of the State. 
There has been a gradual reduction in the per 
capita cost of maintenance. Thecost of aitend- 
ance (salaries and wages) was, in 1675, for 1,795 
souls, $83.11, but in 1884, for 3,702 souls, it was 

74.05. The cost of food fell, in the same period of 
time, from $65.76 to 855.28; of clothing and bedding, 
Trom $21.24 to $13.30; of laundry supplies, from 
$3.52 to $1.83; of medicines and medical supplies, 
from $4.19 to $2.18. Other items exhibit a like de- 
cline. The total per capita cost of maintenant 
fell from $250.02 to $200.06. Theappropriatin s for 
ordinary expenses, made in 188, aggres⸗ 81.68. 
000 for two years. Had they made on the 
same basis as in 1875 they would#ave amounted to 
over $2,000,000. It is to de g ed that a newly- 
organized institution alwefs costs more per capita 
than one which g fille” up with inmates and in 
thorough run order.

THE FIRB RECORD. 

Three Vessels Burned at Memphis. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 18.—(Special.|—At 
about 8:30 o’clock this afternoon, while the 
crew of the steamer Ida Dorragh were engaged 
in unloading ber, fire was discovered among 
some cotton bales just amidships of the boat. 
Prompt action was taken by the officers and 
crew to extinguish the flames, but they spread 
80 rapidly that it was found impossible to con- 
trol them, and the boat was soon enveloped in 
flames. She was lying alongside of the wharf- 
boat at the footor Union street, and the roof 
of the whart-boat soon afterwards caueht 
fire.

GENERAL VOICE OF DISAPPROVAL. 


“This proposition is an attempt to 
establish a double standard ju th untry. 
In my opinion it will be od im- 
possible to laue cola upon a double 
standard, for the relative values of gold and 
silver are continually fluctuating. The proper 
thing to do is to stop the coinage where it is, 
and it is very important that a Secretary of the 
Treasury whose opinions are well known-—-say 
euch a man as Bayard or Hewitt—should be ap- 
pointed who believes in maintaining the pres- 
ent standard, and who will do all in his power 
to prevent the country from being. disgraced 
by baving its business upon a silver basis. 

A member of the firm of Opdyke & Co. said: 
“It is an attempt at compromise. The father 
of the bill is traveling to @ certain extent with 
the tide of public sentiment. The public is 
opposed to the present silver currency. The 
bill is alte gether in favor of the siiver wen, 
who want to ree that metal made the legal 
equal of gold. That will never be. The effect 
of the passage of the bill would be to drive 
gold out of the country.” 

One of the Seligmans said: “We have no 
fear that Mr. Dorsheimer’s bill will pass. 

Mr. Francis A. Palmer, Presideat of the 
Broadway Bank, says: “Iam opposed to the 
law as it now stands, and I am in favor of its 
repea!. I am not a silver man.“ 

Mr. William Dowd, President of the Bank of 
North Amerioa: * What Mr. Dorsbeimer pro- 
poses cannot be done? Silver cannot be made 
a standard of value. There can be only one 
standard of value, and that is gold. I am in 
favor of the Senate bill, which will stop the 
coinage of silver a year from next August. If 
such a bill is not passed silver will become & 
debased currency, and will be bought and sold 
as such. Some might say to us that we must 
take silver because it was legal tender. We 
would have something to say in return. A 
m.n would not pay a note bere more than once 
in silver. 1 do not think the bill would drive 
gold out of the country. 7 

Mr. James B. Colgate says: Ik they want 
to lexislate for the benefit of the people let 
matters remain as they are. This talk of driv- 
ing the gold out of the country is ail bun- 
combe.

THE DAMROSCH OPERA. 

THE COUNTRY ENGAGEMENTS WILL BE KEPT, 
WITH THE DEAD LEADER'S SON AS Co- 
DUCTOR. 

New Yor«, Feb. 18.—|Special.j|—While the 
funeral of Dr. Damrosch was in progress to- 
day a plan ot reorganization of the company, 
with Herr Anton Schott as director, was 
placed in the hands of Secretary Stan- 
ton at the request of the directors. There 
have been differences in the company, which 
Dr. Damrosch was able to hold in check. On 
one side are Frauen Materna, Bely, and Slack. 
Herren Robinson, Udvardi, Koegel, and Hoch. 
The other comprises Herren Schott, Blum, and 
Standigl. Frauen Krass, Brandt, and nearly 
the remainder of unnamed singers, chorus, 
and orchestra, 

Herr Sohott some time ago set to work to 
fortify himself and his friends. He entered 
into eorrespondence with leading musicians in 
Germany and found them ready to come bere 
at bis bidding. Meantime he was approached 
by the Academy people, who desired bim to 
organize a German opera company in their 
building and direct it. When the death of Dr. 
Damrosch came so sudden.y he was prepared 
with bis plan at once when the Metropolitan 
d:iréctors made this request. H's proposition 


director and permit 

to sing his leading roles. For musical 
conductor the name of Herr Seidt, one of the 
greatest of German conductors. is included in 
the plan. Herr Seidiis the husband of Frau 
Krause. Next to him Walter Damrosch is 
named. The plan proposes to piace all the new 
company under contract for three years, re- 
serving the privilege to discharge any unsatie- 
factory persons at the end of one year. 

Herr Schott preceded this-with another 
proposition, which the directors rejected. He 
proposed that the country tour be given up 
and opera be continued in New York uatil 
May. the proceeds to be given to Dr. Dam- 
rosch’s family. He offered to cut his own sal- 
ary from $5,000 per month to $300 per night 
until May if bis pian was substituted. 

The directors decided on the country tour, 
and appointed Walter Damrosch to succeed bis 
father. This evening Walter Damrosch visited 
Herr Schott and stated that his family’s honor 
was at stake in varrying out the countr. con- 
tracts, and begged bim to help the project 
all in his power. Herr Schott decided 
to acoede to the request, although it 
is questionable if the death of Dr. 
Damrosech does not legally do away with any 
obligation of coutracts made witb him. Mean- 
time the Academy people are bopmmg that the 
Metropolitan directors will reject the plan df 
Herr Schott for reorganization, so that be can 
accept their offer and at once proceed to pre- 
pare lor next season. 


THE ELEVATED ROADS. 
THEY HAVE CONCLUDED TO OBEY THE LAW AND 
PAY TAXES. 

New York, Feb. 18.—/Special.|—The ele- 
vated railroad companies have practically 
abandoned their effort to escape taxation in 
this city, and will not contest the assessment 
laid upon them by the Tax Commissioners. In- 
formation of this decision was conveyed to 
Corporation-Counsel Lacombe today by the 
Tax Commissioners, who had received from the 
elevated railroad companies a return of their 
property.

CUSTOMS FRAUDS. 
AN IMPORTANT SEIZURE—THE RECENT INVES- 
TIGATION. 

New York, Feb. 18.—(Special.|—Four cases 
of silk ribbons imported by Luckmeyer & 
Schafer of No. 472 Breome street were scized 
today by an inspector of the United States 
Surveyor’s office for undervaiuation. The 
case is regarded by the eustom-house officers 
as involving an important point, and if it 
should result in favor of the Government it is 
alleged that an effective check will be placed 
on the evilof undervaluations. Three of the 
cases of ribbons arrived Jan. 10 on the steam- 
ship St. Laurent from Havre and the 
other case reached this port fre 
days later on the Amerique. The importers 
valued the goods at 12,000 francs, and two of 
the cases were passed by an Appraiser's deputy 
on the basis of that valuation. Subsequentiy, 
however, information reached the custom- 
bouse that the ribbons had been invoiced too 
low. The valuation was, therefore, raised to 
20.000 france, and the Oollector ordered that 
the goods be seized.

ITS PROVISIONS IN DETAIL.

A DEPUTATION of unemployed working- 
men went to the British Home Office in Lon- 
don yesterday to ask Government relief for 
the unemployed in London.

The 
Home Secretary said experience had shown 
that attempts to relieve distress by inaugurat- 
ing public improvements were unwise. He 
promised, however, to do what he could, and 
thought that something might be done in the 
way of facilitating emigration to the British 
colonies.

THE FIRST VOTE FOR SENATOR. 

The first vote for United States Senator, 
taken in joint assembly at Springfield yester- 
day, was a magnificent triumph for Gen. Lo- 
gan. He received the entire vote of his 
party and just one-half of all the votes cast. 
He had 101 votes, and Sittig, who was ab- 
sent, was paired with O'Shea, Democrat, 
thereby in effect voting for Logan ds the reg- 
ular party candidate. MacMillan voted for 
Logan. It is evident, therefore, that the 
Republicans are united and loyal to their 
candidate. 

On the Democratic side there were confu- 
sion and disintegration. ‘‘ Horizontal Will- 
jam received only 94 votes out of 101 
Democrats present and voting. This means 
that there are six or seven protection Demo- 
erats in the Legislature. who will never vote 
for him, and, probably, for no other free- 
trader. His election is thus hopeless from 
the very beginning of the struggle. The 
Democratic vote was even more significant, 
however, from the fact that Haines received 
four votes. This is the foundation of the 
Haines ich will continue to grow as 
long as the Mutest lasts. Haines himself, 
though voting for Morrison, is working with 


a his might and main for Haines. He is 


withholding the naming of the committees 
to the detriment of the public interest, and 
members are bitterly complaining thereat, 
but to do so, as suggested, would be to give 
away the capital on which he is banking. He 
would have nothing to swap for votes, and, 
besides, the Democrats disappointed with 
their places on committees would be inclined 
to get even with him. Nobody knows better 
than Haines that he cannot give them all 
Chairmanships or put them all on railroads, 
but he can promise to do so, and as long as 
the committees are not announced the prom- 
ise may be accepted for the performance.” 

The situation is now clearly defined. Mor- 
rison, a free-trader, cannot be elected. The 
Demoerats, of the Illinois Legislature must 
Choose between Logan and ‘Haines. They 
may permit the former to be elected today; 
they may be forced to submit to the election 
of the latter if they prolong the contest, un- 
less it shail prove impossible to elect any- 
body. Logan has a popular majority of 
more than 40,000 behind him as against Mor- 
rison and 540,000 against Haines; Haines, in 
fact, has no popular following outside of his 
own town, and no higher claim than the 
friendship of one or two railroad corpora- 
tions and half a dozen brewers. In this situ- 
ation some one Democrat may commend him- 
self to the gratitude of the people by casting 
his vote for Gen. Logan, who is unquestiona- 
bly the popular choice, and thus terminating 
the long weary struggle at an early day, as 
the people of this State would do by an over- 
whelming majority if they were given an 
opportunity to express théir preference at a 
special election. 


DAN MANNING. 

The Secretary of State is nominally the 
Premier of the Cabinet, but the Secretary of 
the Treasury is the real Premier of the Ad- 
ministration. He is charged with the most 
important affairs of the Government—the 
control of the finances and the collection and 
disbursement of the revenues—and he exer- 
cises more influence over “ politics” than all 
the other members of the Administration put 
together. The patronage which attaches to 
the position is not so extensive as that which 
the Postmaster-General controls, but it in- 
clades much higher offices and has much 
greater weight in the direction of party inter- 
ests. The Secretary of the Treasury is gen- 
erally regarded as the chief political repre- 
sentative of the Administration, and is espe- 
cially intrusted with the “ succession,” 

Is Dan the best man Mr. Cleve 
land can find in his party to intrust with the 
important responsibilities of this position? 

This is the question which is now asked 
from one end of the country to the other, be- 
cause of the positive statements sent’ out 
from Albany that Manning has been deter- 
mined upon as Secretary of the Treasury.

FOREIGN CONTRACT LABOR. 
Not only is the principle of the Anti-For- 
eign Contract Labor bill correct, but the time | 
has come when it should be strictly enforced | 
in this country. The bill proposes to pro- 
hibit the importation of laborers from foreign 
countries under contract for a term of service | 
or for the repayment by work for the money | 
advanced to pay the cost of transportation. | 
This was the basis of the Anti-Chinese bill, 


and, now that abuses have sprung up in the | 
importation of European labor, such restric- 
tions should be imposed as will prevent the | 
traffic in human flesh. Both me political 
parties at their late National conventions in- | 
dorsed this policy. ‘“*‘ We denounce the im- 
portation of labor,” said the Republican | 
party, whether from Europe or Asia, as an 
offense against the spirit of American insti- 
tutions.” The Democratic platform said: | 
We do not sanction the importation of for- 
eign labor or the admission ot servile races.” 
These declarations were not aimed at the | 
Chinese cooly system alone, but were de- 
signedly made broad enough to include the 
importation of all foreign labor under. con- 
ditions which rob it of the freedom it ought 
to enjoy or impose an unfair competition 
upon the workingmen who already live in 
this couhtry.

but to the workman whom he is to dis- 
place. The assisted emigrant is not 
wanted in this country, unless the assistance 
comes from relatives or friends already estab- 
lished here and able to provide for him until 
he ean take care of himself. The manufact- 
urers, rallroad-bullders, and land companies 
who import the cheap labor of Europe under 
contract—advancing $100 and exacting $200 
in work for the repayment of the same—do 
the country as much injury within the range 
of their operations as the Six Companies of 
San Francisco did in their traffic in Mon- 
golian labor. The people who come to the 
United States in the future should come 
upon their own motion and with their own 
means, prepared to adapt themselves to the 
customs and institutions of their new home, 
free to compete for employment, and conced- 
ing the same freedom to those who are al- 
ready here,

THE SAMOAN PROTECTORATE. 

The telegraph announces the definit cecu- 
pation of the Samoan Islands by Germany 
and the terms of the protectorate which that 
Power extends over them. / The islands are 
hereafter to be governed by a’ council of 
state, to consist of the German Consul, two 
Samoans, and two Germans. A German offi- 
cer is to act as the King’s adviser in all mat- 
ters where Germans are concerned, and the 
King is to protect all resident Germans with 
an efficient police force. 

The apparent suddenness with which this 
protectorate was established will probably 
have struck every reader with surprise, but a 
recent statement made by an English writer 
familiar with the Pacific islands in that sec 
tion of the ocean shows that the scheme for 
their occupation dates back as far as 1870. 
It appears that a German syndicate, Messrs. 
Godeffroy & Co., known as the South Sea 
Kings, purchased vast tracts of land in 
Samoa nearly twenty years ago and that 
they have been working their property ever 
since.

The 
Pall Mall Gazette says of the scheme that 
extraordinary powers were given to the Ger- 
man Consul at Samoa, grants of arms of pre- 
cisign were made for the protection of the 
settlements, an ironclad was ordered there 
to settle all disputes between the Germans 
and the native Chiefs, and, bya display of 
power, to prepare the way for the first. de- 


- tachment of military settlers, who were to 
leave Hamburg as soon as her commander 
had submitted his report. Notwithstanding 


the attractive character of the scheme, the 
Berlin R ichstag declined to pass the im- 
perial guarantes forthe syndicate, and the 
whole matter fell through, temporarily at 
least. 

Since that time, however, the great Ger- 
man colonization policy has been fully devel- 
oped, and it seems te have possessed a singu- 
lar fascination for the German people. The 


Government has not met with any resistance 


and it has gone ahead and taken the islands 
in an open and business-like manner, and 
without the slightest regard to the protests 
So 
far as the American protest is concerned it 


naturally is a feeble one, as our Government 
. declined to take the protectorate when it was 


offered during Gen. Grant’s Administration. 
Curiously enough, the English Government 
finds itself in the same boat. The islands 
appealed to that Government in 1877 for a 


British protectorate, but it was refused. The 


German Government now steps in and takes 
it, just as it has the Cameroons, Angra Pe- 
quena, and New Guinea, after England had 


| the opportunity to take all three, and missed 


it by delay and letting them sifp through her

OKLAHOMA IN THE SENATE. 

The Oklahoma question is being intention- 
ally muddled and dodged by the Senate. That 
body has stricken out of the ‘Indian Appro- 
priation bill the section authorizing the Pres- 
ident to negotiate with the Indians who at 
one time claimed Oklahoma for their permis- 
sion to the opening of the lands to the people 
ofthe United States. The reason given for 
this was that such a provision had no place 
in an appropriation bill. Another bill has 


been reported to the Senate to give the Presi- 
dent authority to enter on “such a negotiation 


with the Indians, but this bill has been cun- 
ningly framed to defeat the rights of the peo- 
ple. as tar as can be judged from the brief 
telegraphic summary of its contents. The 


| negotiation which the President is thus in- 


strueted to enter upon with the Indians, who 
have nothing whatever to say on the subject, 
can go on forever, but meanwhile, by the 
provisions of the bill, the severest penalties 
are to be meted out against any farmers who 
may enter on the land. A fine of $500 and 
a year’s imprisonment may be imposed for 


| the first trespass and a fine of $1,000 and two 


years’ imprisonment for each repetition of it. 
This bill, reported by the Senate Committee 


on Indian Affairs, at the head of which is 


Senator Dawes of Massachusetts, is simply 
another exhibition of the art which Senators 


have acquired of doing the opposit of what 


they assume to do. This purports to be a bill 
to open the Oklahoma lands to settlement. 
It is really a bill to shut them up against the 
farmers tighter than now. The negotiation 
the President with the Creeks, 


lands which they sold to the Govern- 
ment twenty. ears ago, of which they 
are not in possession and have not been since 
1866, and as to the disposal of which they 
have no more to say than El Mahdi, is a 
piece of diaphanous humbug, and is put into 
the bill only to fool the farmers with the idea 
that the Senate has done something to open 
the territory to the settlers. The real business 
of the bill is in the tail, which provides severe 


and entirely new penalties against any one 


who enters on the lands. When this bill is 
made law the situation of the Oklahoma 
farm-seekers will be ten times worse than it 
is now. The difficulty of proving any offense 
against them, which is now evident from the 


| repeated discontinuance of the eases against 
them, will disappear. All that will have to 
DM 
and impose its harsh on 
— on this Government land what has 
been done on all Goverrfment lands through- 
out the entire settlement of the West. Mean- 
while complaisant Secretaries of the Interior 
will let the cattlemen drive, their herds” 
across the Territory as now, and the poor 
settler will continue to be shut out and the 
rich cattle syndicate to be shut in by the help 
of a Government of and for the people, 

Senator Vest was quite right in what he 
told his colleagues about the formidable char- 
acter of the movements now being organized 
to go on the Oklahoma lands in the spring. 
„The men,” he said, “who are going into 
that country are Western men used to arms,” 
and, he might have added, perfectly familiar 
with the processes of settlement sanc- 
tioned by generations of age. They be 
lieve,” he continued, that they have the 
right to go there. They believe that the 
United States Court has decided that they 
have that right. . . [ Congress leaves 
this question where it is there will be a con- 
flict in the spring. 

The members of the Indian Affairs Com- 
mittee are Dawes (Massachusetts), Chalr- 
man, and Harrison (Indiana), Bowen (Colo- 
rado), Walker (Arkansas), Gorman (Mary- 
land), Ingalls (Kansas), Cameron of Wis- 
consin, Coke (Texas), and Slater (Oregon). 
These Senators know that beyond the faint~ 
est shadow of a doubt their plan for nego- 
tiating with the Indians about Oklahoma is a 
piece of flaunting humbug. They know that 
the Supreme Court has decided that Congress 
may alter treaties at its discretion. They 
know that Congress has nullified some of the 
provisions of the very treaty now in ques- 
tion, and that, too, without the pretense of a 
negotiation with the Indians... They know 
that the Oklahoma lands are public lands, 
equitably the property of the people who 
want land to settle on, and that all that 
is needed from Congress is a simple 
act opening these lands to entry like other 
portions of the public domain. This the 
Senate committee deliberately recommend 
the Senate not to pass, This action is pre- 
‘cisely like that of the Senate on the Texas 
Pacific land-grant forfeiture, and it is worth 
notice that only three members of this In- 
dian Affairs Committee—Senators Coke, Cam- 
eron, and Slater—voted in favor of consider- 
ing the question of the forfeitability of that 
grant. The spirit in which the majority 
acted to keep 40,000,000 acres closed to the 
public for Huvtington’s benefit is the exact 
counterpart of that by which they are now 
seeking to keep Oklahoma closed against the 
farmers for the benefit of the cattle syndi- 
cate. 


Wirnin twenty-four hours after the 
Mayor’s veto of the Everhart scheme for 
leasing the ‘‘rookery” lot at $30,000 a year 
two propositions were submitted offering 
$35,000 a year, subject to a revaluation every 
twenty years.

NO SPEECH FROM THE THRONE.

A LARGE COMPANY TO WITHDRAW FROM IRE- 
LAND. 


The London Fishmongers’ Company, which 
is one of the oldest and richest of the famous 
guilds of London, bas determined to sell forth- 
with its extensive estates in Ireland. The 
cause of this determination is the fear that 
delay would only result in a further depression 
in the property As it is the company will con- 
sider itself lucky if it obtains an average pur- 
chase price equal to ten years’ rental of its 
faims. The company bas over 400 tenants, 
who pay £45,000 per year in rents. The com- 
pany is reputed to be a decent landlord, and 
has offered the tenants the first opportunity 
of purchasing their holdings on easy terms. 

A NOTE OF ALARM FROM INDIA. 

The Whitehall Review states that Lord Duffer- 
in, formerly Governor-General of Canada, who 
recentiy succeeded Lord Ripon as Viceroy of 
India, has demanded that 20,000 British soldiers 
shali be sent to India as reinforcements. He 
makes the demand on the ground that the 
British garrisons and field troops are absurdly 
weak in view of the prospect of a 
Russian advance on India by way of 
Afghanistan. This is not the first time Lord 
Dufferin bas sounded the note of alarm regard- 
ing the insufficiency of the British army in 
India. Some months ago he called attention 
to the great and growing size of the armies 
maintained by some of the native Princes. He 


pointed out the loss of British prestige and 
the danger to British possession which resuited 
from the fuct that Great Britain did not have 
in all India a force sufficientto defeat a com- 
bination of two or three of the native armies.

In reply. be said 
the condition of the unemployed workmen, as 
presented by the deputation, wasone which 
eminently deserved attention. He was aware 
that the distress among the honest poor of Lon- 
don was widespread and deep-seated. He as- 
sured the deputation that the Government had 
no inclination to treat the matter in any spirit 
of dry economy. Still, the question as to the 
best method of relief was an extremely difficult 
one. Experience had shown that attempts to 
relieve distress by inaugurating public im- 
provements were unwise. The failure of the 
efforts made by France to relieve distress thir- 
ty-five years ago by starting and carrying oo 
vast public works was pointed to an iilus- 
tration. The Government, however. the Secre- 
tary promised, would look into the matter 
closely and consider the advisability of stimu- 
lating the efforts of local philantbropic bodies, 
with the view of affording larger tet)porary re- 
lief. in add:tion Sir William thougut that the 
Government might do something iu the way of 
emigration by communicating witb the British 
colonial authorities.

A BUDGET OF NEWS FROM CHINA AND JAPAN. 
Ax FRANcIsco, Cal., Feb. %%.—The steamer 
City of Tokio arrived this morning with Hong 
to Jan. 17 and Yokohama dates to 
an.

It is firmly believed in Japanese Govern- 
ment circles that tae indemnity which Corea 
has agreed to pay Japan for the attack made 
by Chinese soldiers on the Japanese Minister 
and troops at Seoul Palace in Korea, and the 
burning of the Japanese legation the night 
of Dec, 6, will lead to war between China and 
Japan. Wen the conference between the 
Japanese Minister and representatives of the 
Corean Government took place, the Chinese 
special Envoy insisted on beimg present. 
The Japanese Minister objected and 
the Chinese Envoy was compelled to withdraw. 
Before doing sohe addressed a letter to the 
Corean Prime Minister, telle bim if the 
Corean Government dared to directly con- 
clude terms with Japan it would be strongly 
censured by the Chinese Government. This 
ouly hastened conclusions, and Japan's terms 
were accepted. The Japanese are hichiy in- 
dignant atthe acuos of China, and insist on 
that country yielding full satisfaction for its

The Japanese Government has tendered 
formal thanks to the United States Govern- 
ment for the humane and courageous oor duet 
of Gen. Footie, American Minister at Corea, in 
rescuing at great peril to himself 
Japanese during the riotand guarding them 
from the tury uf the mob.

He carefully revised his corre- 
spondence and it is said that only two letters that 
Cleveland has written since he was Governor 
were not read by Lament before they were 
sent—the famous letter to Kelly., asking’ that 
Grady be not re@iected Senator tor the sake of 
Cleveland's persona! comfort, and the still more 
famous letter to my dear Mrs. Beecher. Of 
the latter, indeed, Lamont only learned when 
it was published. It so surprised bim that he 
went to Cleveland and said: 

* Governor, they have got off a forgery on 
you. Just lobk at this letter some knave must 
have written in your name to make you ridic- 
ulous.” 

* But, my dear fellow, I wrote that letter,”

He Replies in Detail to the Allegations 
of a London Newspaper. 

New York Mad and Express: Tue CHICAGO 
Trinune has published a slander trans- 
mitted by the Mackas-Bennett Commercial 
Cable” to the Herald—viz.; an article in 
the London Truth which made statements 
attacking the personal character and business 
operations of Mr. Cyrus W. Field. These state- 
ments were as follows: This worthy phi- 
lanthropist, it would appear, was concerned 
with Jay Gould in the issue of Wabash pref- 
erence stock, on which these dividends were 
paid until the British public had been induced 
to buy it, when it fell from 92 (issue 
price) to about 12, according to American 
newspapers. Mr. Cyrus Field made by this 
operation about one million sterling.” 

The same day wien these slanderous state- 
ments were made Mr. Field cabled to Mr. 
Weaver in London a dispateh published in this 
paper, containing specific, particular, and un- 
equivocal denials, as foliows: 

Ern FEBRUARY, 1885.— Weaver, London: Please 
tell Mr. Burt that Toledo, Wabash & Western, after- 
wards called the Wabash Itallway, went into the 
hands of a receiver Feb. 22, 1875. I never had any 
interest in its stock, bonds, or securities, or any 
conoection with it In any way, until long after a re- 
ceiver was appointed, ay you will see by the follow- 
ing facts. I first purchased stock in the company 
in the summer of 1876in the open market, at less 
than $1 per share, and continued purchasing until 
I bad a large interest and was urged by the direct- 
ors to join the board, which I did Jan. 1, 1877, and 
was elected President April 16, 1879. I resigned as 
director and President March 15, 1880, and sold all 
my stock in the open market, and left in the fall of 
| that year for my trip around the world. I have 
never owned a share of stock in that company 
since. The Wabash did not declare a dividend on 
any of its stock, either common or preferred, while 
I was a director or President. The ürst dividend 
on its preterred stock was Feb. 10, 1881, nearly a 
year after I had ceased all connection with the 
company. At the date this dividend was paid 1 
was in India. I never sold a share of Wabash 
stock in London, or anywhere except in the open 
market in New York. During the time | was Pres- 
ident I declined to receive any salary.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 
RANDALL HAS A SCHEME FOR SUSPENDING 
COINAGE. 


Wasntvoron, D. C., Feb. 18,—|Special.]— 
The program of Randall is to insert an amend- 
ment suspending the Silver-Coinage law in the 
Sundry Civil bill and to force it through the 
House. Randall thinks that he has drawn the 
provision so that it will not be subject to a 
point of order. It will upon its face retrench 
expenditures. It will provide for a reduction 
equal to the amount expended for coinage 
monthly. The Appropriations Committee will 
see to it, if possible, that a gentieman shall be 
selected for Chairman of the Committee of 
the Whole who will not rule the pro 
vision out of order. It remains 
to be seen whether the silver men in the House 
win make good their threats to resort to üli- 
bustering to the extent even of defeating the 
appropriation bills before permitting such a 
provision to pass. Men of the Bland stripe 
say that they will do so. If they are as reso- 
lute as their words they can of course accom- 
plish their object. If thesuspension provision 
should pass the House it is by no means cer- 
tain that it could command a majority in the 
Senate. 


THE DORSHEIMER BILL. 

The Dorsheimer silver bill causes much com- 
ment at the Treasury. It is there understood 
to be the production of Tilden, and to have 
deen one of the subjects of discussion of the 
conference at Greystone. Treasury officiais 
agree that there is no chance for the passage 
of the bill, and that it would nave bad but a 

r prospect at any stage of the session. 

retary McCulloch and several other officials 
believe that the bill is satisfactory neither to 
the advocates nor opponents of continued sil- 
ver coinage. Secretary McCulloch said the bill 
would be opposed by all bimetallists, as its in- 
evitable tendency would be to cut off all 
chance of a future agreement with 
any other country on a double standard. The 
Secretary was disinclined to discuss the meas- 
ure further than to express the opinion that its 
provisions were .impracticabie and its passage 
impossible. Another prominent Treasury of- 
ficial said that the bili aims at the upattainable. 
Its provisions, he said, were impractidabie. 

CLEVELAND'S POLICY. 

An official who bas paid much attention to 
the indications as to Mr. Cleveland's policy on 
the silver question says that be is certain 
that this bill does not fully meet Mr. 
Cleveland’s ideas. This officer believes 
that President-clect was ex- 
tremely anxious to avoid the necessity 
for making an immediate stand in opposiuon 
to a majority of his party by declaring for a 
suspension of the silver coinage. His opinion 
was that the coinage should be suspended, but 
he was willing to take further time to consider 
and consult Democratic leaders who oppose 
such action. With this in view Cleveland asked 
that the suspension or continuance of the 
coinage be left to the discretion of the new 
Administration. In makmg this recommenda- 
tion he confidentially disclosed his per- 
sonal opinion that the discretion would 
have been exerted in suspending the coin- 
age unless some reasons for its continuance 
were furnished which were much more con- 
elusive than have yet been given. The expres- 
sion of this opinion made in confidence very 
soon came to the ears of the silver men. The 
President-elect is provoked at the result of bis 
efforts to escape taking a pronounced stand on 
the silver question. Representative Reagan 
today received a communication from Prosi- 
dent-elect Cleveland requesting that the peti- 
tion of Democratic members of the House urg- 
ing bim to refrain from committing himself in 
regard to the coiuage of silver inp his inaugural 
address be forwarded bim by mail. It is un- 
derstood this request is in resppnse to an in- 
quiry whether be preferred to receive it by 
mall or at the hands of a delegation of signers. 


CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY. 
THE COUPON QUESTION IN VIRGINIA LIKELY 
TO ASSUME A POLITICAL OCOOMPLEXION. 

Wasnixdrox, D. C., Feb. 18.—(Speciai. |— 
The conflict between the State Executive and 
the United States Circuit Coq; t in Virginia on 
the coupon question is a cause of much anxiety 
to the Democrats of that State. A leading 
Democratic Virginia journalist, now here, says: 

“ The conflict is a very serious one and the 
result may be disastrous to us politically. The 
State Government and the Federal Judiciary 
are in direct conflict and there seems to be no 
legal way to adjust their differences. The 
Governor, it is true, is commander of 
the State militia, and the United States 
Court, if need be, has the army 
at its back, but of course we do not apprehend 
trouble of that kind. What does threaten us 
is that Mahone and Cameron may take advan- 
tage of the existing situation té renew the agi- 
tation of the debt question, and by means of it 
regain their power. Mahone came into power 
by the agitation of this question. He pro- 
posed then to repudiate one-third of the debt. 
His plan was popular. He carried the solid 
colored vote and a great many white men with 
him. The action of Gov. Cameron tends to re- 
vive that agitation, and the Mahone party is so 
desperate now that it would not hesitate to 
propose a complete repudiation of the debt, 
instead of the one-third repudiation by the ad- 
vocacy of which it was before successful. 
Northern people cannot understand it, but 
there are a great many men in Virginia, white 
men and Democrats, honest in their relutions 
with each other, who, where the question of 
the honor of the State is concerned, do not 
have the sume standard of right and wrong. 
They question the origin of the debt, are rest- 
ive under the obligations which it imposes, and 
cau easily be induced by designing demagogs 
to join ina movement to repudiate all of it. 
The efforts to adjust the matter by the p 
of an emergency bill in Congress which should 
provide for some effectual and immediate ap- 
peal from the United States Circuit Court to 
the United States Supreme Court in cases when 
controversies witha State are involved will 
probably be unavailing. Tucker has conferred

EMORY SPEER. 
HIS CONFIRMATION AS A UNITED STATES JUDGE 
—OPPOSITION OF THE BOURBONS. 

Wasminatrorn, D. C., Feb. 18.—| Speciai. }— 
Mr. Emory Speer of Georgia has been confirmed 
United States District Judge of that State by a 
vote of 26 yeas to 25 nays. This is the result 
of a contest which has extended over several 
weeks. If the current reports are true—and 
there is no reason to doubt them—Speer re- 
ceived the solid Republican vote with the ex- 
ception of that of Mr. Hale of Maine. The 
solid Democratic vote, excepting that of Brown 
of Georgia was cast against Speer, and the 
Bourbons had for an ally Eugene Haile, 
who considered himself wiser then all the 
rest of his party. The Republicans took a 
very special interest in the case for two res- 
sons: First, Speer was one of the young and 
able Democrats of the South who bad boidiy 
come out in denunciation of the Bourbon par- 
ty and its methboas, and had been elected twice 
to Congress upon the direct issue ot opposition 
to Bourbonism.

A FAMOUS WHISKY CASE. 
MOBR & MOHR COME OUT AHEAD, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special.|— 
The Secretary of the Treasury today decided 
the case of the Mohr & Mour Distilling Com- 
pany. The claim was for $151,000 taxes upon 
8,606 barrels of whisky destroyed by fire in dis- 
tillery warehouses at the time of the destruc- 
tion of their distillery at Lafayette, Ind., in 
September, 1881. A great amount of testi- 
mony was taken, and several revenue agents 
examined the case. Some of these officers pro- 
ceeded upon the theory that the distillery and 
contents had been overinsured and were 
burned for the purpose of collecting the in- 
surance. About fifty insurance companies 
bad issned policies upon the property. 
After the fire the insurance adjuster 
appraised the property destroyed at $170,000, 
upon which there was about $100,000 insurance. 
No question was ever made by the insurance 
companies as to the honesty of the joss, and 
the insurance money was paid by ail the 
solvent companies. The Seoretary held that 
the evidence conciusively showed that the fire 
was accidental, without fraud, collusion, or 
negligence of the owners, and abated the taxes 
and directed the cancellation of the warehous- 
ing bonds. This was a case of great im- 
portance to the owners. Messrs. Mohr & Mohr 
of Cincinnati and Cox & Fairbanks of Terre 
Haute, who are now relieved from this heavy 
obligation which has hung over them for three 
years and a half. 


THE VETERANS. 
THE REPUBLICANS THINK THEY SHOULD NOT 

BE DISPLACED IN OFFICE BY EX-REBELS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 18.—Representa- 
tive Millard, from the Committee on Reform in 
the Civil Service, submitted a minority re- 
port, signed by the Republican members of 
the committee, in favor of Representative 
Taylor's bill to prohibit the discharge of hon- 
orably-discharged soldiers or sailors, or de- 
pendent relatives, from any office in the civil 
service of the United States, except for cause. 
The report says in part: 

This class of Government employés have a 
claim upon the gratitude of the Nation that 
cannot easily be compensated. They saved 
the country from dismemberment and dis- 
honor. We submit that itis buta just and 
proper recognition of their claims that they 
should be retained in the Goverdment’s serv- 
ice as long as they can faithfully and efficiently 
perform their official duties. The bili is emi- 
nently justin its provisions, and sbould be 

with the following amendmeat: 

***It should not apply to the ciass ot officers 
embraced in the original Tenure-of-Office act, 
passed March 3, 1807, and amended April 5, 
1869." ” 


BRIEF MENTION. 
THE CASE OF THE WHISKY “SQUEALERS’’— 
THE SWAIM TRIAL-—OTHER MATTERS. 


Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 18.—(Special.|— 
The Treasury Department in clearing its dock- 
et has found in its pigeonholes the old cases of 
the squealers —the members of the Lake 
Shore Distillmg Company and Mersereau—and 
is disposed to clear its docket by pressing them 
to suit. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 18.—In the Swaim 
court-martial today Richard Brown (colored) 
testified that during the months Swaim sup 
plied forage at the club stables he drove two 


horses for him, and that Bateman told witness 
that they belonged to Swaim. The Judge Ad- 
vocate devoted the remainder of the day to an 
unsuccessful attempt to break down the testi- 
mony of this witness, and the court adjourned, 
leaving his cross-examination to be completed 
tomorrow. 

The old Renault claim for lands in T)linois, 
which has been before the Interior Depart- 
ment for years, and has on several occasions 
been presented to Congress for consideration, 
formed the basis of another decision by the 

*Becretary of the Interior today. The case 
came up on a petition by one of the claimants 
to have a patent issued to him. The Secretary 
doubts the authority of the department to 
issue a patent, and thinks it would be improper 
to do so without legislative authority, especial- 
ly in the light of the informfition the depart- 
ment now possesses. He therefore declines to 
grant the petition. Forty-five fine farms are 
included within the lands claimed by the peti- 
uoner. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, m response 
toa resoluuon adopted on motion of Repre- 
sentative Dockery, transmitted to the House 
astatement of the expenses incurred under 
the law providing for the appointment of spe- 
cial Deputy Marshals, Supervisors of Election, 
and Chief Supervisors. The statement shows 
that durimg 1876, 80, 82, and 84, the expenses 
for Special Deputies were $651,830. Supervisors 
$928,334, and Chief Supervisors $393,752; total, 
$1,973,916.

Sr. Pat., Minn., Feb. 18.—(Special.]—In the 
Senate today the Finance Committee in- 
troduced a bill to appropriate $454,260 for State 
institutions for the fiscal year ending ia 1886, 
and $492,360 for the year ending in 1887. Bills 
making trespass on State lands punishable by 
a fine of $1,000 or imprisonment and appropri- 
ating $5,500 for the Minnesota Nauonal Guard 
were . 

In the House business was opened with a 
largely-signed petition or the enactment of a 
high-license law similar to that of Illinois. 
Among the bills introduced wus one calculated 
to reform the present system of incorporating 
mutual-endowment associations in the State. 


The Proposed Prohibitory Amend- 
ment to the Michigan Constitution— 
Other Questions. 

LANSING, Mich., Feb. 18.—{Special.|—In the 
Senate bills were introduced to amend How- 
ell’s statutes relative to punishment for libel 
and siander; to provide ior placing under 
ground all telegraph, telephone, and electric 
light wires in all incorporated cities; to amend 
an act relative to exceptions in criminal cases; 
to amend an act relative to fishing in rivers: to 
protect fish and preserve fisheries; to provide 
for the appointment of a Deputy Attorney- 
General; and to prevent the introduction and 
sale of cattle affligted with glanders. 

In the House a favorable report was made 
on a bill providing for the election of a So- 
licitor-General, while the bill providing for 
capital punishment for certain tases of mur 
der was reported unfavorabiy. A bill abolish- 
ing the contract labor system at the lonia 
House of Correction was partially considered 
in the Commit of the Whole. Most of the 
afternoon was given up to tne discussion of 
the amendment submitting the question of 
probibiuon to the people. It received 
just the requisit sixty-seven votes and 
was passed. All the Republicans, save 
Egun and McCleiand of Detroit, together 
with seventeen Fusionists voted for the meas- 
ure. There is some doubt as to its passing the 
Senate, both sides being equally sanguine. The 
majority either way will not exceed two votes. 

Col. C. V. Demnds’ name was sent to 
the Senate for confirmation as Commissioner 
of Labor. The Governor withdrew bis name 
this morning and named Cornelius V. R. Pond 
of Quincy, and be was confirmed. 


Defeat of a License Amendment in 
Ohio.

morning defeated by unanimous vote the

Wisconsin Legislative Proceedings— 
The State Institutions—The Judicial 
Contest, 

Mabisox, Wis., Feb. 18.—([Special.|—Both 
Houses of the Legislature had light sessions 
today. The Senate passed the bill appropriat- 
ing $12,000 to the Fish Commission for the en- 
suing two years. The joint resolution request- 
ing Wisconsin Senators and Congressmen to 
favor the bill for the prohibition of the impor- 
tation of cheap contract labor was, gtter a 
brief squabbie, adopted. The Assembly did 
nothing of genera! importance. 

The State Conference or Charities and Cor- 
rections closed tonight after a very successful 
session, there being some 200 deiegates present. 
This morning was devoted to discussion ot the 
construction and management of jails, in 
which it was brought out that there were 
few well-managed jails in this State, while some 
were shockingly managed and mere pens for 
herding prisoners together. The debaters 
all urged strict classification of prison - 
ers, especially in the direction of sepa- 
rating the young from the old offenders. 
The session closed with a discussion on county 
cbronic-insane asylums. There was much dif- 
ference of opinion as to the advisability of 
continuing the present county-asylum system 
in this State. After electing the following 
officers an adjournment sine die was taken: 
President, J. Q, Adams, Columbus; Treasurer, 
H. H. Giles, Madison; Secretary, A. O. Wright, 
Madison. 

There are now two candidates in the field for 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court to suc- 
ceed David Taylor, whose term of eight years 
expires with this calendar year. The ensuing 
term is ten years. The State Bar Association 
backs Levi M. Vilas of Eau Claire, but Judge 
Taylor's friends, who bolted the bar meeting 
last night. will run their man regardless of the 
assoolation's action. Judge Taylor already has 
nearly 400 professional signers to bis call. A 
Vilas call will be circulated immediately. 
While Taylor is a Republican and Vilas a Demo- 
erat, there will be no attempt to make a 
partisan contest of the affair. The Republican

A Railway Bill Passed by the Nebras- 
ka House.

A RUSSIAN FERDINAND WARD. 


The Surprising Career of the Director 
ofthe Skopin Bank Ending in Si- 
beria. 

St. Petersburg letter to New York Sun: A re- 
markable case was recentiy tried in the Mos- 
cow District Court which has vividly purtrayed 
not only the principal actors in the tria! but all 
classes of society in the Russia of today. It is 
not only a cause oéiébre but a social chronicle. 
The basis of the trial is the failure of a bank, 
but, as peopie say here, the case was 
the outgrowth of a loag series of won- 
ders. lt was wonderful that a bank 
iu an obscure provinc'al town could 
find depositors all over Russia, including tbe 
inhabitants of Siberia and the Caucasus; it 
was incowprebensibie bow the depositors could 
trust virtuaily to a single man the erormous 
amount of 12,000,000 rubies (about $8,590,000); 
it was astonishing that an uneducated man, the 
director of the bank, could preserve for twen- 
ty years absolute control over the deposits and 
the depositors, over the bank and the town and 
hundreds of officials who were in one way or 
— concerned with the management of the 

ank. 

The hero of the case was Ivan Gavrilovitch 
Rykoff. He was born in Skopin, a small town 
of the Riazan province. His parents, poor 
burgbers, could not give him any education 
beyond mat afforded by the primary school of 
the town. His uncle, a millionaire merenant, 
bequeathed to Ivan his property and same. 
Then ivan Rykoff bad his own sweet will. He 
tried his utmost te aquagder bis fortune, and 
in the course of years he succeeded. About 
1860 Ivan found bimself penniiess. About that 
time the provinces were granted a certain de- 
gree of seif-government, and towns received 
the right of @tablishing banks of their own. 
Ivan Rykoff saw his opportunity at once. He 
induced bis tovwusmen to open acity bank and 
to elect him as its director. The principai 
capital of the bank was 10,000 rubles. The 
town autborities had authority to examine the 
bank at any time, and the town was responsi- 
be lor ts management. D.rector Rykoff, 
however, wanted to run the bank alone. and he 
koew well how io achieve his purpose. In the 
first place he loaned from the bank large sums 
of money to every bank officer, the vice-direc- 
tor, the cashier, the bookkeeper, and al) the 
clerks. These men could never make their 
debts good. Then be went for the town au- 
thorities. Soon the Mayor end the most infiu- 
entia. Aldermen became debtors of the bank 
far beyond their means. Some citizens, nead- 
ed by arich merchant named Popoff, fo: med 
an opposition party, und threatened to over- 
throw the Director. Rykoff went to see Popoff. 

“You are going to ruin the bank,“ said the 
latter, “and the town too, and | am worth 
70,000 rubies.” 

„Here are 70,000 rubles for you,” answered 
Rykoff, laying the cash on the tab.e. 

* You are fast making money and fame, and 
I am left in the shade.“ continued Popoff. 

„Well. win 12,000 per annum be enough for 
you?” aske1i the director. . 

It was enongh, end the opposition vanishe d. 
As to the townsmen who grumbled, they were 
pacified with vodka, which was offered to them 
by the dhector ad libitum. Soon in many of 
the provincial papers, both lay and religious, 
there appeared wiowing accounts of the ex- 
traordinarily flourishing condition of the 
Skopin City Bank, which, uniike other banks, 
paid 8 per cent interest. In some ot the news- 
papers of the capital there appeared 
commending to public attention the new finan- 
cial genius who bad appeared in Skopin. It 
was said that by his wise investments and 
new enterprises the directorof the Skopin Bank 
wus increasing the capita! intrusted to bim 100 
per cent, tnat be had beautified bis town and 
erected educationa! and cbaritabie institutions, 
and was tast deveioping the natura: resources 
of bis province. Priests, monks, widows, ro- 
tired officers. old noviemen, and others rushed 
to Skopin and entreated ivan Ryko to take 
their money. The funds of the Skopin Bank 
swelied enormousiy, and along with them 
swelied the director's pride. Now he wan ed 
imperial decorations and a title, and be went 
about obtaining them in his owa fashion. 
The Governor, the Vice-Governpor, the 
Attorney, the Judges, and other officers of the 
provinte became debtors to the Skup.n Bank 
Then from the Capitai of the province, the City 
of Riazan, ivan Rykotf went to the Capita) of 
the Empire, and here too he found a hearty 
welcome. Eren the Third Section of his 
Majesty's own Chuucellery took an interest 
in the provincial financier. Soon Ivan 
Rykof was made a Counseilor of Com- 
merce, and one imperial decoration 
after anotber was granted to dim for 
his services. The Capital well remem- 
bers the Luculifan dinners given by the pro- 
vincial bauker, who used to give the waiters 
and drivers bundred-rubie bilis “for tea. In 
a special train the new Counsellor returned 
home, absolute ruler of the bunk and ot the 
Towr of Skopin. Men who displeased bim he 
sent away irom the town. By his order the 
police a:rested such persons, took them to the 
railway, and sent them to look tor new bomes. 

It the newspapers made ivan Kykoifl kuuown 
and famous, the newspapers also threatened 
him with a great danger. A resident of Skopia 
published in a provincial paper an account of 
the management of the Skopin Bank, alleging 
that all the bank reports were mere fabrica- 
tions, and that the bank was empty. Kykoff 
bastened to silenve the author. He paid bim 
30,000 rubles. Then he invited the city au- 
thoritics to examine the bank—that is to sign 
a statement prepared by himseif—and made 
the author of the letter pubiish it in the news- 
paper where the original letter appeared. Thus 
the depositors were pacified. 

Meanwhile the deposits increased to millions. 
As Rykoff could not invest the capital advan- 
tageously enough to pay 8 per cent interest, 
he made taise reports, and this continued to 
preserve his own and his bank's reputauon. 
Among his debtors there appeared Generals, 
Barons, Counts, and Princes. He gave prince- 
ly donations to the charitable institutions of his 
town, and in the Skopin churches, which a.so 
shared in the director's geperosity, daily pray- 
ers were offered tor the heaith, prosperity, 
and salvation of God's servant Ivan. He was 
a little Czar. They flaitered him and feared 
bim, and kissed his hands, which were ever full 
of money. Thus b® went on fully twenty years. 
During this long period be was several times 
cornered by the officers of the Ministry of Fi- 
nance, but each time, owing to his bigh con- 
nections, he came dry out of the water. In 
fact, the Ministry was not bound to look after 
the city banks so long as there was no com- 
plalnt against the bank officers. Cities them- 
seives were to look after their own bunks, 
tor whose mismanagement they were respon- 
sible. 

In Russia there are about 600 periodical pub 
lications, and Ivan Kykolf couid not buy every 
one of them. Thus the truth about his bank 
was at last told and could not be disregarded by 
the provincial authorities. The court of 
Riazan undertoek to iuvestigate the affairs of 
the Skopio Bank. Thereupon the depositors 
made a turious rush upon the bank. They 
wanted their money back, which amounted to 
12.000. 000, ana the bank did not contain a single 
million. The crowd of veteran officers, 
priests, monks, and aved widows cried like 
children. They besieged the house of the di- 
rector, but a strong iron door baflied all their 
efforts to break in. Church capital, convent 
funds, the money of orphans, and the savings 
of old men and women—ail was swept away. 
By order of tue Riazan Court the Skopin Bank 
was closed, and Ivan Kykof with bis subordi- 
pates and the city officers, twenty-six men all 
told, were thrown into prison. The receivers 
worked on the books for over a year. At last 
the case was banded to the Moscow Court. 

„ Eren on the trial Ivan Rykoff remained true 
to his nature. His insolence and arrogance 


. knew no bounds. He shouted at the witnesses 


aud interrupted the court so much that several 
times it was necessary to put bim out of the 
court. After reviewing the conduct of a long 
list of officials, beginning with post carriers 
aud ending with the Governor of the province, 
the attorney exciaimed: ‘* There, in that bank, 
these men pawned their oath of office, their 
honor. bovesty, and consc.ence!”’ 

Rykoff suid in his detense: **lwould gladly 
ascen a pile and light it myself if by so doing 
leoouid satisfy my creditors. My misiortune 
was that the Goverument let me a.one. If you 
will give me my freedom [| will go to some con- 
vent and pray for the forgiveness of my sins. 
Tue Government ought to pay my creditors.” 

The jury found the defendants guilty. Ry- 
kof! was sentenced to exile to Siberia for life 
and the others to fifteen years. Their prop- 


erty was cot fiscated for the crediturs. Rykof 
alone owed the bank 6. 000. O00 rubies.

Extensive Iron Manufacturers a Seo- 
ond Time Embarrassed—Bank 
Failure in Indiana. 


Heavy Collapses in California and at 
New Orleans—A Bad Failure in

Marked Improvement in the Iron Trade at 
St. Louis—Bridge Works Shut 
Down. 


Failed Iron Manufacturers Ask for 
More Time—The Record of Business 
Troubles, 

Prrrepura, Pa., Feb. 18.—{Special.|—The 
extensive iron manufacturers, Graff, Bennett 
& Co., who obtained an extengion of five years 
about eighteen months ago, will be unable to 
meet their next installment, and the following 
has been issued by their trustees: “ We have 
been notified by Messrs. Graff, Bennett & Co. 
that they are unable to meet the bonds due the 
20th inst., issued under their extension. After 
having promptip paid the first four install- 
ments of their imdebtedness, we very 
much regret their inability to meet their 
further engagements as we mature, but 
the present condition of the iron 
trade seems to make it impracticapie. 
To foreclose the mortgage and sell the milis 
under present condiuons would be alike dis- 
astrous todebtors and creditors, and some of 
the larger creditors are informally considering 
the propriety a further extension of time. It 
is probubie that a formal meeting of creditors 
will be beld within a few days.“ The creditors 
seem disposed to grant this furthertime. J. 
R. McCune, ope of the trustees, said there 
would be no trouble, as the firm was acting 
under the advice of leading creditora. 

Rock rorp, III., Feb. 18.—[Special.]—Sheriff 
Hutchins today levied on the stock of John 
Kane, boot and shoe dealer, to satisfy execu- 
tions. The assets are $2,000; abilities, $3,100. 
Severai claims are beld in Chicago. 

Beaver Dam, Wis., Feb. 18.—Frederick 
Hempel made an assigoment last night to 
Agdrew Willard. Hempel is a prominent Ger- 
man citizen, and has been instrumental in 
bringing immigrants in this bart of the State. 
His assets are $4,000 in reul estate, and bis lia- 
bilities $80,000 or more. His oreditors are 
mainiy poor people, and many have loaned 
him all their savings. Some distressing stories 
are told of aged people who icaned Hempel 
their last dollar. 

New Lon, Feb. 18.—C. A. Cumberson, a 
member of the New York Mining Stock and 
Petroleum Exchange, bas failed for a smal! 
amount, and 66,000 barrele of oil have been 
bought in for his account. * 

Fort Wayse, ind., Feb. 18.— [Special. 
Lawrence, Spoyde & Co., bankers at Pierceton, 
Kosciusko County, made an assignment today 
to Col. W. C. Chapman of Warsaw. They also 
operated a dry- goods and grocery store. The 
liabilities are $45,000, ussets $30,000. The sus- 
pension was caused by inability to collect ac 
counts due them. 

CoLumsBus, O., Feb. 18.—At a meeting of the 
miners at Straitevilie yesterday it was re- 
solved, owing to the small attendance, that the 
question of the price for mining should be 
postponed until next Tuesday, and to continue 
the fight against the ironciad contract. The 
miners also concluded to ask those miners who 
have gone to Work to come out till the ques 
tion of price is decided. 


Extensive Grain Failure and Alleged 
Defalcation. 

Saw Francrsco, Cal., Feb. 18.—Bray Bros., 
grain commission merchants. of this city, 
closed their doors today, having assigned to C. 
C. Knox and Frank Otis. The liabilities are 
$500,000. The assets are the same amount, but 
not readily convertible. 

It is rumored the failure was caused by a 
heavy defaication by one of Bray's elerks. 
The principal creditors are Sather & Co., bank- 
ers, $100,000; C. C. Knox. $90.000; J. M. Suot- 
well, $30,000. It is believed the ürm will be 
able to resume business. 

The assignee refuses to make any specific 
statement regarding the rumor that a detaica- 
tion by a confidential clerk was the immediate 
cause of the suspension. Enos Taylor, who 
wa. tbe clerk referred to. and who is a member 
of the Grain Exchange, denis the aliegation. He 
admits being a heavy borrower from the firm. 
He claims the loans were obtained in a regular 
besiness way. He ackoaowledges he has been 
a iarge sbipper of bariey, in which he has lost 
heavily, and says the losses prevented bim 
from repaying the borrowedmoney. The firm 
bad been in business in this city thirty-three 
years, and was considered very solid. A meet- 
ing of creditors is to be held tomorrow. 


Two Heavy Failures at New Orleans, 

New Orceans, La., Feb. 18.— Speetal.I— The 
old gut-edged cotton bouse of John Chaffe & 
Sons today sought refuge in the courts, al- 
leging their inability to meet their obligations 
and asking delay on the part of their creditors 
of one, two, and three years. Petitioners rate 
their assets at $1,763,644 and liabilities at $683,- 
816. Of the former over $600,000 is in real estate 
not available, and about $62,000 in stocks and 
bonds.

EMERY A STORRS. 
A SPEECH AT CENTRAL MUSIC-HALL. 

Last evening Emery A. Storrs lectured be- 
fore a small audience in Central Music-Hall on 
„ Reminiscences of the Presidential Campaign 
‘of 1884.“ under the auspices of the Typograph- 
ical Union. Previous to the lecture Prof. H. 
Ciarence Eddy rendered a number of selections 
on the organ. The lecturer did not put in an 
appearance until nearly hali-past 8 o'clock. 
Mr. Storrs was introduced by President Cam- 
eron and was greeted with applause. The 
proceeds of the lecture, he said, were to be de- 
voted to the erection of memorial shafts in 
Rosehill and Calvary Cemeteries. 

The speaker said that the Ist day of Decem- 
ber last he came home from his campaign a 
madder and a wiser man. There would be no 
politics in what be bad to say. He saw only 
one side of the campaign, as Mr. Cleveland did 
not invite bim into bis councils. He, of course, 
made a mistake. [Lauguter.] How it was 
that Grover Cleveland was nominated he never 
could understand. He doubted whether any- 
body could understand it uniess it was at tnat 
time nothing had been said against him. 
He didn't think he ever saw a more magnificent 
demonstration than that which characterized 
the nomination of James G. Biaine. The fields 
and the farms were for bim, the people were 
for him, but the politicians were not for him. 
He had intended, be said, to return home after 
his Maine speeches, but in some way he became 
interested in politics and went into Massachu- 
setta, where he spoke in Boston—the home of 
the Independents. The Independents were 
those people who saw fit to learn what older 
peopie had forgotten. They belonged to neither 
party, but drew rations from both. 
[Laughter.] it was a very delicate un- 
dertaking to make a speech in B»s- 
ton, but he braved it through. Onio 
was bis next stumping grouud, and he said he 
believed that no man except Mr. Biaine could 
have carried that State. The great double 
meeting in Toledo be spoke of as a very har- 
monious affair. There was no trouble. 

In speaking of the diffivuities with which he 
(the speaker) bad to grapple in making a speech, 
he said that the subjects with which hs bad to 
deal, the tariff, wool, iron, and the like were 
not emotional, not crymg subjects. So he ex- 
tracted a good deal of comfort out of the tariff 
plank ot the Demoératic platform. It put him 
in mind of the pants he and some of his boy 
friends used to wear. After they had worn 
them one way a while their mothers turned 
them around and they wore them the otner 
way. It made them buige a littie for a wulle 
but they lasted longer. | Great laughter. | 

The Republicans bad been twenty-four years 
in power and bad achieved most wonderful re- 
suits. They bad saved the Nation, saved 
American integrity, and vindicated the Na- 
tional honor. They had raised 4,000,000 of bu- 
man beings from chattiehood. [A voice.

had another arrested for swearing to a talse 
schedule. The Justice released the prisoner, 
and then the prosecuting witness came to Chi- 
cago and entered the same cowplaint against 
the defendant. The defendant was again re- 
leased from custody after an examination of 
about ten minutes. But the prosecutor, ap- 
parently through a spirit of malice, took the 
trouble to go to Jefferson, fully thirty miles 
from the defendant's home, where be found a 
Justice who bad the man dragged before bim, 
and, after hearing the same evidence that bad 
been repeated to the two other Justices, beid 
the defendant in $500 bonds to the grand jury. 
The case was of course thrown out by the 
grand jury, and it is more than probable that 
the Justice nimseif will be carefully remem- 
bered ia the tuture by that body.

DR. KOLLER’S LIBEL. 
MISS M'ANDREW PROVING A GOOD CHARACTER. 

The trial of Dr. Charles Koller, charged with 
libel by Miss Kittie McAndrew, was dragged 
through another day by taking further testi- 
mony. 

Kittle McAndrew, the prosecuting witness, 
testitied that County-Commissioner Hannigan 
slept in her room the nights of Sept. 14 and 24, 
1884. She gave up her room at the request of 
Warden Varnell, who brought Hannivan 
around and put bim init. The witness slept 
with another female employé. 

Miss Severus, the next witness, began to re- 
hearse asylum gossip with great volubility. 
Shoe said all the female employés, Miss McAn- 
drew included, used profane language 80 
commonly that those who did not swear every 
few minutes were uncomfortably conspicuous. 

Miss McAndrew was recalied. She said 
she never swore in her life, being a Roman 
Catholic, and she considered it wrong to use 
profanity. 

Mrs. Edward Phillips testified that she had 
slept ina room adjoining that of Mis McAn- 
drew and bad never beard her utter an oath or 
indecent expression. 

Commissioner Leyden said be was a friend of 
Miss McAndrew. He never heard of ber mak- 
ing a threat to shoot him if he ever married 
any woman except herself, until be beard 
it translated rom the Staats-Zeitung. 
He gave the girl a pair of bracciets. 
He bought a sewing-machine for her, but she 
paid him tor it. He got acquainted with Miss 
McAndrew when sbe was employed as cbam- 
bermaid in the Gault House, where he boards. 
He went to the theatre with her sometimes. He 
denied that he offered at any time to drop the 
prosecution. 

Dr. Kiernan testified that Cavanaugh, en- 
gineer at the asylum, stated to him that Miss 
McAndrew was Commissioner Leyden's mis- 
tress, and the Commissioner was now attempt- 
ing to unload ber off on Hannigan. 

Engineer Cavanaugh denied the charge of 
Dr. Kiernan that he nad said Leyden was at- 
tempting to unload Kittie on Hannigan. 
** That,” said the witness, “is simply a lie out 
of whole cloth. 

Several other obaracter witnesses, among 
them Warden McGarigie of the County Hos 
pital, testified that Miss McAndrew bore a 
good character. Nearly all of the witnesses 
had roomed or boarded at the asylum, giving 
ths chance visitor to the court the impression 
that the building talked about must have been 
a great hotel. 

The trial will be resumed today, there being 
only one other witness to testify. 


THE WHISKEY POOL 
ANOTHER THREATENED BREAK. 

The whisky pool is again on the brink of dis- 
solution, notwithstanding the strenuous efforts 
to keep it together. Several members of the 
Western Export Association from Indian- 
apolis, Terre Haute, and Cincinnati were ab- 
sent from the meeting at the Pacific 
yesterday, being detained by the snow 
biockade, and the meeting was una- 
ble to do anything beyond a general dis- 
cussion of the situation. The most important 
absence, however, was that of the Pekin peo- 
ple, who have been kicking over the traces 
since their claim against the pool was not fu'lyi 
allowed. and have been running to their full 
capacity, turning out 5,000 to 8,000 gallons 
daily. Besides disregarding the poo! limitation 
ot 28 per cent of capacity the Pekin people 
bave been cutting under the prices of the pool 
five cents a gallon, and have been making mat- 
ters generally interesting, as they received all 
the benefits of the poo! without its expenses or 
piedges. Another matter, which is of much 
less importance, was discussed. A Boston firm 
has been importing from England the whisky 
which the pool bas exported at a loss to get it 
of the market, and has been able to make a 
good profit at the expense of the pool. 
The meeting began at 10 o'clock, when resolu- 
tions deciaring the pool dissolved and continu- 
ing it were both offered. The latter did not 
cousider tho Pekin difficulties as far as the 
members were directly concerned, and was as 
follows: 

Resolved, That we will make no claim on the asso- 
ciation beyond what the Auditing Committee has 
allowed us,no matter what the action may be in 
regard to the Enterprise Distilling Company 
(Pekin), provided nothing is allowed to any other 
house. 

All the resolutiong were laid over until this 
morning's session, when the remainder of the 
members are expected to arrive. 

Buffalo Miller, in referring to their proba- 
ble action, said either the Pekin distillers must 
come in or the pool must go. Dr. Rusb was of 
the same opinion. The cream could not be 
skimmed off the milk by an outside distillery in 
this way, he said. The claim of the Enterprise 
Company he considered totally bad, as it in- 
cluded a part of last year when the pool was 
not in operation. Relative to the probable 
action of the Enterprise Company neither would 
express an opinion.

The Superintendent of the boiler-works on 
Division street, near Noble, says that fre- 
quently the gas escapes into the basement of 
the factory, and especially into the store-rooms 
under the walk. A few days ago, he said, he 
had to keep closed all the doors leading down- 
stairs, as the air was blue with gas. Plumbers 
were summoned, but were unable to find any 
defects in the pipes. 

The keeper of a cigar and peanut store, near 
the corner of Noble and Division streets, la- 
mented bis evil fortune in iocating his business 
in such an odorous neighborhood. He de- 
scribed the air in his small bedroom as red, 
white, and blue, and altogether streaked when 
the wind came strong from the lake. On such 
occasions, be said, he and his wife were forced 
to quit the house. * 

The foreman in the office at the gas-works 
expressed surprise when informed of the dis- 
satisfaction in the neighborhood. ‘We have 
no connection with the sewers.“ be sad. and 
I do not see how the works can cuuse any dis- 
comfort except by the smoke. Some time ago 
we stopped carrying off the refuse by means 
of the sewers. We have a catch-basin here in 
the yard in which we burn all the stuff against 
which the people complained last year. I can- 
not understand why complaints should now be 
made against us. 


THE CITIZENS’ LEAGUE. 

IT MAKES A GOOD EXHIBIT AND THINKS THE 
CITY SHOULD HELP IT OUT WITH FUNDS. 
The Citizens’ League for the Suppression of 

the Sale of Liquor to Minors has just pub- 

lished its seventh annual report. Its statistical 
table, covering not only the period since its 
organization—in 1877—bvut, for comparison's 
sake, the three years preceding, affords singu!ar 
proof of the success of its operations. The 
four matters which this table aims to keep 
track of are—first, the number of persons ar- 
rested for crime in the city; second, how many 
of them were minors; third, bow many of 
these minors were committed to the House of 

Correction; and, fourth, how many of these 

minors 80 committed were girls. An analysis 

of these statistics, which are easily verified by 
public documents, makes it obvious that the 
league bas done a great work. 

The present time is particularly convenient 
for the league's retrospect, as it has recentiy 
been ascertained that the present population 
of the city is 629,000, or 50 per cent more than 
420,000, the population in 1877. It is demon- 
strabie that the arrests of adults for crime in 
Chicago for the last seven years have increased 
in the same ratio. In 1875 the arrests of per- 
sons of all ages, or genera! arrests, as they are 
called, was 26,430. In 1876 the number in- 
creased 861, and in 1877 there was an increase 
of 744. In the latter part of 1877 the league 
was formed, and in 1878 the arrests fell off 827; 
but since that time they have increased as fol- 
lows: 1879, 130; in 1880, 1,142; in 1881, 3,233; 
in 1882, 1,087; in 1883, 4.387; and in 1884, 5,247, 
the total for 1884 being 39,434, ana the d:ffer- 
ence between this ana the number in 1877 be- 
ing 11,399. But if from these figures tor 1877 
and 1884 is subt®acted the number of minors 
included in them, there were 21,217 adults ar- 
rested in 1877, and 32,716 in 1884, showing a 
gain of 11.490, something over 50 per cent. 

This exhibit is in striking contrast with the 
statistics given of the arrests of minors in tue 
same period. In 1875 the arrests numbered 
5,138. In 1876 they increased 960 and in 1877 
there was a further increase of 720. The league 
was formed that year, and in 1878 there was a 
sudden decrease of 1,418, followed by a further 
decrease in 1879 of 139. In 1880 there was an 
increase of 883, in 1881 a further increase of 
446, and in 1882 a still further increase of 446, 
but in 1883 there was a decrease of 524 and in 
1884 a further aecrease ot 43, the total for 1884 
being 6,718, just 100 less than in 1877, when the 
league was formed. In 1882 the number was 
381 larger than in 1877, but with that exception 
the number bas never been as great as it was 
the year the league was formed, notwithstand- 
ing the population bas increased 50 per cent. 

The statistics of the number of minors com- 
mitted to the House of Correction makes a still 
better showing. In 1875 these commitments 
numbered 1,335, and they increased 192 in 1876 
and 255 more in 1877, the year the league was 
formed. In 1878 they fell off 211. in 1879 324, 
in 1880 23 more, and in 1881 they tell off 17 
more. In 1882 they increased 206, and after 
falling off 74 in 1888 they increased in 1884 by 
171. the total for that year being 1.510, which 
is 272 less than in 1877. Never since the 
league was formed has the number been closer 
than within 211 of the numberbefore that. 
There were 289 girls in the House of Correction 
in 1877, and there were 86, or 203 less, in 1884. 
The number bas never been closer than 32 less, 
which was in 1878. 

The economical view of the work is equally 
instructive. In 1876 the arrests of minors 
showed an increase of 18 per cent over the 
preceding year, and in 1877 there was an 
inerease of 12 per cent over 1876. The 
league asks “with reason what would these 
arrests have swelled to if they had gone 
on increasing at this rate? It is easy to calcu- 
late what they woutd have swolien to if they 
bad increased 10 per cent every year for seven 
years. They would bave been 6,818 in 1877 
and 19,280 in 1884, and given a grand total of 
71,127. Instead, the number was 6,718 in 1884, 
and a grand total of 44,150—a difference of 
26.977. This is 12 per cent of 224,160, the grand 
total of general arrests in the same period. The 
league is to be credited, therefore, with saving 
to the city 12 per cent of what would otherwise 
have been spent on the police torce, police 
courts, the Criminal Court, and the real estate 
used by them. This forseven years would 
amount to fully $500,000. The league claims 
to have effected a still greater saving by stop- 
ping the sale of beer and liquor to boys. By a 
very simple computation it estimates that in 
the last seven years these savings amounted to 
at least $2,500,000. 

In view of these facts the leading men in the 
league have thought for some time that it was 
entitled to municipal support. It is really 
doing police duty and feels that it ought to be 
supported outof the City Treasury. Sucha 
thought would not have been entertained but 
for the fact that the Washmgtonian Home is 
supported in this way. On the principle that 
“an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure,” the league claims to take the precedence 
of the home, and feels that it thecity can 
spare the home $50,600 a year it might at least 
spare the league $5,000 a year for saving the 
boys, by tens of thousands, from forming 
drinking habits. It would not be at all sur- 
prising if, as soon as the Senatorial quesnon 
shall have been disposed of, the Legislature 
were memorialized to give the league the same 
share in the liquor-license fund of the city that 
the Washingtonian Home has enjoyed for 
years. 


THE NEW BOARD OF TRADE. 

MANY CKACKS AND TOO MUCH ICE 
FRINGE—WHAT THE ARCHITECT SAYS. 

Those people who have had occasion to pass 
by the new Board of Trade Building may have 
noticed that several of the windows in the 
basement and first floor have been cracked, 
either by the frost or the settling of the build- 
ing, and that one or two of the sills have been 
cracked, probably from the same cause; alge, 
that the sidewalk along the Pacific avenue 
front of the building is often closed to pedes- 
trians on account of the falling of the heavy 
icicles along the cornice of tne building. It 
would appoar that this state of thingsis to 
continue. 


Yesterday afternoon a Tame reporter 
called on Architect W. W..Boyington and asked 
him the cause ot these conditions. He said 
that the cracking of the windows was due ta 
the intense cold on the outside and the care- 
less turning on of steam under the windows on 
the inside by workmen. The giass could not 
stand the strain, and it broke in zigzag lines, 
which it would not do if the building had set- 
tied and caused the breaks. The door being 
cut in the basement on the Pacific avenue front 
was for the convenience of the occupants of 
the office at that point, and was not for the 
purpose of covering up acrack in the building. 
None of the silis. Mr. Boyington said, had 
been cracked, but two or three of the 
jambs bad been cracked by the cold weather. 
The heavy fringe of icicles along the cornice 
was occasioned by the overflows of the water- 
tanks on the top of the building. The work- 
men were engaged in testing these tanks with 
floats, and the occasional overflows, occurring 
when water congealed as soon as the air came 
in contact with it, bad caused the heavy ac- 
cumulations of ice along the cornices. This 
would be obviated as soon as the building was 
compieted and the pipes in order.

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A BIG “RAISE.” 


Charles W. Weed Raises a Check to 
$25,000, Gets the Money, and 
Decamps. 


He Gets to Toronto, Grows Conscience- 
Stricken, and Returns the 


Cash. 
A Very Remarkable Case in Which Is 
Very Much: Too Much Mys- 
ä tery. 


Yesterday it leaked out that Charles W. 
Weed, the cashier for Milmine, Bodman & Co., 
commission merchants at No. 143 La Salle street, 


bad decamped. with over 825.000, instead of 


$500, as at first reported. A strong effort was 
made to suppress the facts in the case, the 
members of the firm being especially reticent 
in regard to the matter. They were willing to 
acknowledge that Weed had taken $500 from 
the cash drawer, but would admit 
no further losses, saying that the books dis- 
closed no further shortages. The truth is that 
Friday, Feb. 13, Weed received a check for $25 
from a customer, which he raised to $25,000. 
Proceeding to the Bank of Montreal he se- 
cured the money, instead of turning in the 
check as cash to be placed to thé credit of 
Milmine, Bodman & Co. The currency was 
given bim in United States and National-bank 
notes of large denomination. He made the 
money up into a package and did not return 
to the office. From that time he has secreted 
himeelf, and up to yesterday bis whereabouts 
were unknown. 
THE FIRM BECOMES SUSPICIOUS. 

Saturday last, the day after Weed's depart- 

ure, the suspicions of Mr. Bodman were 


aroused by the tact that Weed, who had always 
been punctual, failed to report at tne office and 
could not be found at his home or anywhere 
else. The bank officals were consulted and 
the check transaction was discovered. A 
search-warrant was sworn out in the court of 
Justice Meech, and an officer repaired to No. 15 
Park avenue, where Weed and his wife 
had been boarding. Not a trace of the money 
could be found, and the distressed Mrs. Weed 
went to the house of her brother, Mr. J. M.. 
Ball, at No. 661% Washington Doulevara, to 
live. 

The reticence of the suffering firm was 680 
great that the members even contradicted 
themselves in their efforts to suppress the 
news. Mr. L. W. Bodman was seen first. 
„There is nothing new in the case,“ he said 
when questioned. We have a few facts, but 
we are not at liberty to make them public. 1 
cannot submit to a close interview in this mat- 
ter at this time.“ 

But there is proof that Weed stole $25,000 
instead of $500, as you said. 

have nothing tu say. Our credit is such 
that a loss of $100,000 would uot affectus. 1 
have nothing to say.“ 

ADMITTING THE THEFT. 

Mr. E. C. Bodman was next seen. Tes,“ he 
said, when be was assured that it was known 
that the amount taken was $25,000 instead of 
$500, Weed got away with that amount. He 
raised a check from $25 to 825.000. 

Have you information as to what Weed 
did with the money or where be went!“ 

Jam not prepared to say, but I must give 
you the most important fact in the case, and 
that is that today we recovered the money, 
and the detectives have been discharged.”’ 

Did you recover all the money stolen!“

The officials of the Bank of Montreal had 
nothing to say. They positively refused to ad- 
mit even that Milmine, Bodman & Co. did bus: 
ness with them, and would not listen to a ques- 
tion as to whether the check had been raised 
or forged. 

THE MONEY RECOVERED. 

Last evening Mr. E. C. Bodman's statement 
that the money had been recovered was 
verified, and some other facts were obtained. 
Weed was under the influence of liquor when 
he took the money, and he left at once for 
Canada, going to Toronto direct. Arriving 
there be became sober and at the same time 
conscience-smitten, and his first step was to re- 
turn the money. It arrived safely yesterday 
and was given tothe commission firm by their 
bankers, to whom it had been returned by a so- 
licitor. Weed will probably remain in Canada 
until he is promised immunity from arrest in 
the United States. 


HE WAS A “HIGH FLYER.” 


The statement of his employers that Weed 
was not given to sporting or drinking, and had 
no vices that they or the detectives could learn, 
does not stand inspection. Weed lived iu Chi- 
cago previous to his employment by the Cul- 
ver Commission Company, cotton brokers. He 
then belonged to the First Infantry Regiment, 
and was a favorit with ** the boys.“ though bis 
principal characteristics in the drill-room were 
those of awkwardness and a habit of doing the 
right thing at the wrong time. He was a con- 
stant attendant upon all sporting events, being 
one of the noticeable attendants upon the 
billiard matches that recently occurred. He 
was known asa “ bigh flyer,“ and he cracked 
the neck of many a bottle of wine when in 
congenial company. He operated on the 
Board of Trade, but met with no great losses, 

SOME PECULIAR FEATURES. 


There are some peculiar features about the 
case. Those who were most interested in the 
case said it was not extraditable, but raising a 
check is classed in the criminal code as one 
form of forgery, and forgery is an extraditabie 
crime. There seemed to be, too, an uncertain- 
ty as to whom the loss would have falien upon 
had the money not been returned. A lawyer 
who was asked about this point said that 
the bank was liable and would have to 
sustain the loss. Another tawyer said 
that the drawer of the raised check 
would be the sufferer because the fact that the 
criminal was able to raise the amount from 
$25 to $25,000 showed that there had been some 
carelesness in drawing the check, a line being 
left unmade or the use of the perforating 
stamp been omitted. Weed, they said, was 
guilty of both forgery and embezzlement, the 
embezzlement charge being based on the tak- 
ing of the $25 for which the check originally 
calied. In any event Milmine & Bodman were 
not the losers of anything except perhaps 
$500 which Mr. Bodman says Weed took from 
the cash drawer. 

WHY WAS THE MONEY RETURNED? 

It is somewbat strange that Weed should 
have returned the mouey unasked, and it is 
rumored that he was eaptured by agents ot the 
Bank of Montreal and forced to make a ro- 
turn. If this be true the sudden turning up 
of the money 1s easily explained. 


OITY INTELLIGENCE. 


An Exhibit from Oregon on the Way 
to New Orleans. 

J. W. Virtue, the Oregon Commissioner of 
Mines, is at the Palmer, en route to the New 
Orieans Exposition with an exhibit of the min- 
ing industries of Eastern Oregon. As the Ler- 
isiature did not act on the project until in Jan- 
uary the exhibit, Mr. Virtue says, 16 not as tull 
as it otherwise would have been, but as it is 
he will place over 3,000 specimens on exhibi- 
tion. On his table, scattered promiscuously 
about, was hearly 81.000 worth of gold in 
quartz and nuggets, but the most valuable of 
the collection have been sent by express. 

Mr. Virtue believes that the trade of Eastern 
Oregon naturaliy belongs to Chicago and other

If Eastern manufacturers and wholesale 
houses, he says, would reach out for its trade 
it would be an easy matter to secure it against 
San Francisco and Portiand. Mr. Virtue will 
remain in the city over today before going on 
to New Orleans.

The 
sight enraged him, and he attacked Cameron 
with the utmost fury. Sullivan, who was stand- 
ing by, joined in the assault, and together they 
gave him a terrible beating. The principal 
cuts were probably received from a glass bottle 
that was broken over bis head. 

Cameron lay last nicht in a very critical con- 
dition. His temperature had fallen from 104 to 
102 degrees, but an abscess had formed under 
the periosteum, threatening bim with menin- 
gitis. The abscess was opened by Drs. Irwin 
and Finger, and the patient seemed a littie 
easier after the operation. Little hope is en- 
tertained of bis recovery, however. The 
physicians express regret at his having made 
his deposition so soon.

An Important Decision Relative to Ex- 


press Shipmentsand th 
Special Tax. e Government 


SPRINGFIELD, In., Feb. 18.—| Special. }—

Opinion of the court: ee 


The defendant is indicted for ont 
business of a retail — ck Punaoa, 
III., without having paid the spec tax — 
quired by the laws of the United States. It ap- 
pears that bis residence and place of business 
—.— at Shawneetown, III., where he carried on 
— as a wholesale and retail liquor-aealer, 

aving paid bis special tax as such, and, so far 
as bis business was carried on there, it uppears 
to have been in strict accordance with the law. 
Then it appears that he went to Fairfield, Lil, to 
solicii trade, taking with him samples of his 
liquors, which he exhibited to different persons 
there, took some orders, and, while there 
made a contract with the agent of the express 
company at that point, whereby the agent was 
to act as his agent for receiving and distrib- 
uting such liquors as he might ship there, and 
collect his bills for him, for which he 
was to pay the express agent 10 per cent on all 
money so collected by him. He arranged with 
this Fairfieid agen: that parties ordering liquors 
from bim at Shawneetown who desired to save 
the return express charges on thé money 
should bave their liquor sent to them by ex- 
press in jugs, with no charges on the way-bill 
to be collected by the express company except 
the mere charge of carrying, and in such cases 
the jugs were to have a Shipping tag attached 
to them, on which would appear the nanfe of 
the consignee and the value of the liquor. All 
such jugs the agent was to hold until the per- 
son named On the tag should appear and call 
for them, when, upon paying the amount 
marked on the tug and the ex press charges, the 
agent should deliver the jug to such person 
or to any other person who should come with 
an order from the person named on the tag. 
In other cases, where the order directed the 
shipment to be made by express C. O. D Me 
the charges were to appear on the express Wway- 
bill and be collected upon delivery of tho 
liquor to the consignee. 

In deciding this case it only seems to be 
necessary to consider the effect of the sales 
made by shipment from Shawneetown to Fair- 
field by express C. O. D.“ to be dell ered at 
Fairfield by the agent of the shipper to the 
consignee upon payment of the price. It is 
clear that the express agent at Fairfield was 
also the actual agent of the defendant in te- 
ceiving and delivering the liquor shipped to 
Fairfield, and in coliecting the money for it, 
for the defendant employed bim for that pur- 
pose, and agreed to pay bim 10 per cent on the 
money coliected by him, without reference 
to whether the liquor was shipped C. 0. 
D.“ or by tags attached to the jugs, with 
the price and address marked thereon. 
Certainly, then, as to all the packages 
shipped C. O. D.“ the ownership and posses- 
sion of the liquor remained in the defendant 
after reaching the Hands of bis agent in Fair- 
fieid just as completely as before it lett bis

It is in shape inside that of a 
perfectly-molded nose, acgording to the type 
of the features of the wearer. Thus you can 
obtain a Roman, Grecian, retroussé, aquiline, 
or any other shape you desire. To apply the 
instrument the nose is first bathed in warm 
water at bedtime and thoroughly beated and 
softened. Then it is well greased with olive- 
oil, glycerine, vaseline, or other oily substance. 
Finaily the nose-improver is fixed on and the 
sides clasped together, and the wearer keeps 
it on all night, taking care in the morning to 
wash in cold water only. It is a rather 
painful process at first, but after the first two 
or three applications of the inprover there is 
no more trouble. In about a month the nose 
begins to take its new shape and at the end of 
from eight to ten weeks the alteration is said 
to be perfect and permanent—that is, until 
the patient becomes tired of that particular 
sbape and is desirous of having another, when 
the same operation with another instrument 
ig necessitated, I have known people change 
their noses four or five times in as many years. 
In that way a man could change the style of 
his nose as often as he changed the cut of 
bis trousers.“ 


HARVARD'S NEW DEPARTURE 


Action of the Faculty Regarding the 
Schedule of Requirements—Optional 
Studies. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 18.—|Special.}—The ac- 
tion which the faculty of Harvard College bas 
just taken in adopting a new schedule of re- 
quirements im which Greek is made optional 
may be briefly indicated. Tne examinations 
for admission to Harvard es they will take 
place in 1887 will comprise two groups 
of studies, elementary and advanced. 
There are eight studies in the first 
group—viz.: English, Greek, Latin, Ger- 
man, French, history, mathematics, and 
physical science. There are nine studies in 
the second group—viz.: Greek, Latin, Greek 
and Latin composition, German, French, 
mathematics (logarithms, plane trigonometry, 
‘ete.), mathematics (either the elements of 
analytic or of solid geometry, elementary me- 
chanics), physics (experimental), and chemis- 
try (experimental). It is provided that a 
student may be admitted who passes an ex- 
amination on all the elementary studies, with 
the exception of either Greek or Latin, and on 
at least four of the advanced studies. 
It bo takes all the elementary studies, 
or if he drops out either French 
or German. ho will require to 
pass in three of the advanced studies. A 
Student who is proficient in the modern lan- 
guages, matheniatics, and tho natura! ecicnces 
will be able to enter and pass through Harvard 
without being able to distinguish Alpha from 
Omega. It will be noticed that the student 1s 
not allowed todrop out both Greek and Latin, 
but may select one or the other. Although the 
option extends to eitber language, it will prob- 
4 more often applied to Greek than to

The Rose Is Queen—Other Popular 
Flowers and the Prices They 
Bring. 


Three Plants Imported at a Oost of 
$6,000—The Trade In- 
creasing. 


Fashionable society uses more aud more 
flowers eVery year. Every now and then an 
effort is made to cut down this expense, but 
tue attempt bas never bad more than a tem- 
porary effect. Young women delight to 
be presented with more bouquets than 
they can carry, and the foral decoration 


ot the home is a very large item in the bill of 


expense. The demand for flowers to be used 
at entertainments fiuctuates, and, trough the 
aggregate represents a very dne trade, 
it does not begin to compare with 
the every-day purchases for table 
and window ornamentation. There are tbou- 
sands of regular customers WbO buy a bunch 
of flowers twice a week, and as they express 
no preferences, the dealer takes very 
good care that they are supplied 
with the choicest biossoms in the 
market. The custom of church decoration is 
almost universai, and a stipulated sum is sot 
aside for the Sunday bouquet, the choice being 
leftto the florist. As a rule strong, long- 
stemmed flowers are used, becagse the bouquet 
is sent to some hospital or bene volent institu- 
tion after the service. 

The florists do not always meet with ease the 
demands made upon them, it often hap- 
pens that when a great social entertainment is 
given in the city all the suburban towns and 
neighboring cities are made to pay floral trib- 
ute. In this way Chicago 1s céntinually heip- 
ing out Milwaukee, and vice versa. Now and 
then there is an actual @earth, as was 
the case at the time of the 
charity ball, and prices ran Way up, a single 
red rose costing $2, while vos es enough for two 
fashionable daughters would) demolish the 
weekly income of a salaried man. But, like 
all other men who make a — ession of their 
calling, commercial florists hahe got on the in- 
side track, so to speak, apd pints are made to 
blossom whether nature wills ſt or not.

Of all flowers the rose is quebn, and although 
it was once dethroned, it is not likely to suffer 
that disgrace again. Not long ano the camel- 
lia was first. It was immorté@iized in music 
and verse, but when, as the result of hot- 
house culture, the rose reapp@ared more lux- 
urious as to petal and perfu than ever, the 
fair japonica and pale, ping camellia were 
abandoned, and have never able to re- 
instate themselves. They seldom used 
now except at funerals, The euamellla is with- 
out odor, and the leaves are sensitive that 
the slightest contact defiles m. 

The flowers this year are abundant, though 
the winter has not only been intensely cold, 
but almost suniess. Lack Of sun does not 
materially interfere with the growth, but it 
does rob the blossom of its color, ucing 
damark to magenta, rose to pink, and almost 
entirely absorbing the latter color,’ leaving 
many of the pale, tinted roses white or cream 
colored, 


THE JACQUEMINOT. 

Of all roses the big, dark-red jacquemi- 
not is the best-selling diossom in the market, 
and has been ever since its recem appearance. 
As a corsage flower it has no equal, for it is 
durable, beautiful, readily attached, and rich 
in perfume. The jacqueminct is very late this 
year, owing to the peculiar temperature and 


sun which characterized the autumn. During | 


the holidays but scanty supplies of this 
splendid flower could be bad even by the 
most favored, and the demand was so 
great that the few on the market found 
ready purchasers at $2each. The plant is well 
started now, andthe yield will continue until 
August, when it will be rested unt the suc- 
ceeding December. Jacks are always in de- 
mand both for personal and household adorn- 
ment, and range in price fram d to $9 a dozen. 
The supply comes from the neighboring 
suburbs, ten nurseries being levied oa to meet 
the city trade. 
“ JACK'S”* RIVAL. 


The Paulneraum, a new rose, grown for the 
firat time last November, will very likely prove 
a dangerous rival ot the Jack.“ It comes 
from Miles Center, III., and owes ite existence 
to a man named Schier. It is of a pure rose 
color, larger in size than a Jack.“ and the 
perfume, which is constant, though not per- 
vading, is sweet. 

“LA FRANCE.” 

The next favorit is he La France,” a big, 
beautifu! bud which opens slowly 
curied petals of pink. It is a rose that is never 
mistaken for any other variety, and sells at $5 
adogen. It is what the trade calls a splendid 
keeper, one rose ming five or six 
days. This, with the American Beauty and 
white Mermet, were purchased from an En- 
glish grower Only last year at an expense of 
$6,000. The **American Beauty.“ a crimson rose, 
is as large as the Jack,“ of exquisit per- 
fume. anda profuse bloomer. This and the 
Mermet have proved much more valuable and 
may be said to have routed the insignificant 
tea-roses so loudly beraided a few years ago. 
So successful nas been this purchase that 
Her Majesty” has been promised for next 
winter. 

The Catherine Mermet is another food keep- 
er, characterized by along and very tapering 
bud. The colors are white and mottied pink. 
Prices run trom $3 to $4 a dozen, but the lack 
of pertumé detracts much from its popularity. 

A COUNTERFEIT. 


A rose that is frequently palmed off on the 
unsophisticated for;the “Maréchal Niel“ is 
the ** Pear! de Jardin.“ The Jardin is worth 
from $2 to $3, while its prototype is rarely to 
be had for less than $4. There is no more 
durable blossom for toilet decoration than 
this golden yellow rose, with its glossy foliage 
and thick, fragrant petals. From seventy- 
five to one hundred dozens are used in the city 
every day, the yield lasting from December to 
June. There is a single plant owned bya 
nurseryman at Graceland which produces 3,000 
buds in a crop, the total yield for the season 
being 20,000 flowers. 

The ciass called tea-roses—so named from 
the spicy odor which they emit—inciudes the 
* Saffronet,’’ a tawny buff; the Bon Silene,’” 
of varied tints of rose color; the Douglas.“ 
otten called “Jacqueminot’s Baby.“ because 
of its diminutive size and deep crimson; and 
the Arabella Sprunt,”’ an amber-tinted flow- 
er of delicate, almost imperceptible, perfume. 
All sell at $1.50 a dozen, and are greatiy use 
lor corsage bouquets. 

HOW TO MAKE BOUQUETS. 

The fancy for making bouquets is to com- 
bine colors and not mix them. For instance, 
when one wants something choice in roses, he 
or she is handed a bunch of roses half crim- 
son and balt yellow, pure White Niphetos” 
und La France,“ or even three distinct red 
roses. Bridal bouquets are strictly white, and 
any deviation from this is not tolerated. 

Flint-glass flower-holders with expansive 
bowls and tapering necks, which hold about a 
pint of water and not more than three large 
roses, are used for house decorations. Next to 
this any vase is recommended that is trans- 
arent. as the stems, foliage, and thorns are 
no longer despised. 

Hyacinths sell at from $1.50 to $3 a dozen 
and are largely in d@mand for table decorations, 
maiden-bair ferns being used for the foliage. 
There is an unlimited supply of the * Dutch” 
and Roman in rea, yellow, crimson, pur 
ple, blue, lemon, amber, pink, aud white, all in 
perfect blossom. The Dutch, or double, hya- 
cinth is champion, and the sales are enormous 
at $3 a dozen; a single stalk will retain its 
beauty and scent a room iour days, 

CHEAPER FLOWERS. 

Heliotrope is abundant and retailed at 50 
cents a dozen sprays. The flower is not itself 
this season, as it did not have the sun to bring 
out its fragrance. Scarlet and white carna- 
tions sell for 50 cents a dozen, and when long- 
stemmed make -choice filling for siender 
giass yases. Mignonet, like the helio- 
trope, is lacking in fragrance, but 
there is the sweet-scented violet to be 
had for a penny every morning. Although 
fashion selects this blossom to tie on ber menu. 
musical, and euchre cards, the bulk of the sales 
are made to old people. Among the other 
fragile spring flowers which live but to distill 
tbeir subtle fragrance is the narcissus. Orchids 
are largely used in mixing flowers, their gor- 
geous bues and odd shapes reminding one of 
the childish visions of fairyland. Lilies-of-the- 
valley were never more abundant nor more 
beautiful, and they have come to stay until 
the last of spring. Sprays sell at $1.50 per 
dozen. Marguerites are generally hard to pro- 
cure, but now the supply is plentiful, selling at 
50 cents a dozen.

$100,000 a year for the future, and proposes 
from this time on to take life easy. 

Two years ago, when ex-Senator Dorsey was 
put upon tria: for alleged complicity in the 
Star-route frauds, he had very nearly stocked 
and gotten under way his enormous cattle 
ranch in New Mexico. The cash man in the 
concern at that time was Mr. J. W. Bosler of 
Carlisle, Pa. Bishop Ingersol! became Dorsey's 
lawyer, and took for his pay an interest in 
Dorsey’s ranch. Not long after the trial Mr. 
Bosler died, and the ranch property, which, up 
to that time was a partuership affair, was 
turned into a joint stock company, Mr. John 
B. Altey contributing the larger part of the 
money to buy out the Bosler interest, for 
which $700,000 was paid in cash. The new 
company was capitalized at $2,000,000, of which 
Mr. Dorsey retained one-haif, Mr. Alley taking 
a quarter, Col. Ingersoll oue-sixth, and two 
Chicago associates the remainder. 

Ex-Senator Dorsey, Bishop Ingersoll, and 
two other gentiemen were enjoying some 50- 
cent cigars in one of the best rooms at Welck- 
er's Hotel yesterday morning, when the door 
opened and ex-Congressman John B. Alley en- 
tered. The Board of Directors of the Paola- 
Bianco Cattle Company was then ready to 
begin business. Senator Dorsey, whose beard 
shows only the faintest touch of gray, wore a 
black silk skull-cap, and Ingersoll’s face was as 
child-like, chubby, and beaming as ever. The 
mecting was of more than ordinary import- 
ance, for the profits of the year were to be dis- 
cussed and arrangements concluded whereby 
at least two of the directors could take an ex- 
tended tour abroad. 

With a emile cf supreme satisfaction the 
company received the information that the 

rofites for the last year to be distributed were 

300,000. Mr. Alley was elected President, Mr. 
Dorsey Vice-Presid@nt and Manager, and Col. 
Ingersoll Secretary. These minor matters 
disposed of, Gov. Hadley of Arkansas, who 
bas charge of Senator Dorsey's private 
ranch, was made Acting Manager of the whole 
property. “Now wecan go to Europe,” said 
Dorsey to Ingersoll, whereupon the fatter nod 


ded a seraphic assent. 

“Dorsey's ranch is beyond doubt the 
largest in the United States, and combines 
seventy-eight ranches, which were bought in, 
with all their property and cattle, at one fell 
swoop. It is 60x90 miles in extent (covermg 
an area of 5,400 square miles), and lies in the 
heart of Coifax County, in the northeastern 
corner of New Mexico. Although capitalized 
at $2,000,000, the p ty has incre 80 
fast in value that it i4fhow believed to repre- 
sent at least twice that amount. 

To give some idea of the productiveness of 
the ranch it may be sta that it shipped 
last year 10,622 beeves, the largest number 
ever shipped from one ranch in the same 
period. There are now on the property 55,000 
head of cattie, exclusive of about 6,000 on a 
smaller ranch adjoining, velonging to a com- 
pany of which Mr. Dorsey is also the chief 
owner and President. 

As above stated, Mr. Dorsey and Col. Inger- 
soll will now goto Furope. Their investment 
provides them with the actual necessities”’ 
of life and something over, and they propose 
to enjoy existence. Mr. Dorsey will be gone a 
year or two, while Col. Ingersoll proposes to be 
abroad with his family at least five years. 
We do not know that we could convey 
any intelligence to the ciergy 80 grat- 
ifying as that their arch enemy and 
most audacious assailant has packed away 
his specimen skulls, carefully wiped his infide!

200,000 TRAMPS. 


A Nutsance and Danger in Germany— 
Origin of the Tramp—Wandering 
Handicraftewen. 

London Saturday Review: Of late years the 
number of German tramps has been steadily 
increasing untilit has reached afigure which 
is inconveniently bigh, if not alarming. In 
some districts from tento fifteen of these 
wanderers will daily implore aims at a wayside 
cottage or in a lonely village, while the men 
are busy in the fields, and astheir wives and 
daughters, partly from good nature and partly 
from fear, bardly like to refuse a crust, no 
inconsiderable tax is levied on the honest and 
the industrious. It is only those parts of the 
country whichoffer unusual attractions to the 
vagabond which are subjected to such a 
visitation as this; but no place is entirely free 
from annoyance. According to one estimate 
the number of tramps in Germany last year 
amounted to 200,000, and the expense they. 
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caused the community amounted to 72,000,000) 


marks: and though from the difficulty of 
obtaining accurate information it is impossible 
to rely on such a calculation, most of those 
who have made the matter a subjec: of study 
seem to think it fairly correct. N 

It would be a great mistake to look upon all 
these wayfarers as idle orimprovident. Many 
of them are honestly in search of employment 
in their various professions; indeed, almost all 
seem to have begun their wanderings with the 
best Intentions, but by degrees they are apt to 
18e their taste for regular work anda settled 
life, and so a large and growing class has been 
formed which is contented to live upon alms, 
which bears the hunger of today in the hope 
of the orgies of tomorrow, and so wanders 
from place to place, not to seek, but to avoid 
work, As this stateof thing is comparatively 
new tothe country, itis not strange that it 
should have excited attention, and that great 
effort should be made both by the authorities 
and byeprivate charity to meet the evil. It is 
from the writings of those who are actively 
engaged inthis good work, especially from a 
little pamphlet by Herr von Bodeisebwingh, a 
clergyman whose se) f-devoted efforts have been 
rewarded by considerable success at Wilheims- 
dorf, that we take most of the following 
particulars with respect to the life of the con- 
temporary German tramp. 

ne can boast of a descent which is both 
ancient and respectable. From time im- 
memorial the Wandariahr have been recog- 
nized as an indistinct period in the life of the 
German handicraftteman, and almost as a nec- 
essary part of his educauon. As soon as his 
apprenticeship was over it used to be cousid- 
ered a matter of course that be should shoul- 
der his knapsack and go out into the world to 
seek employment, if nota fortune. Uniess be 
had very pressmm@ reasons for doing so. the 
youth who staid at bome was considered a 
milksop unworthy of the freedom that was 
now his by richt. With afew thalers in bis 
pocket and all his other possessions upon bis 
shoulders, the young tailor, smith, or watehb- 
maker started on his travels. Whilebis money 
lasted he led a pleasant and careless life in the 
open air and the little inns frequented by 
persons of bis class. Whenit reached a low 
ebb be sought for work io some neighboring 
town. How long be remained in his new 
position depended upon circumstances, In 
summer it was seldom longer than enabled him 
to earn money evough to resume his vagrant 
life. When autumn came he grew critical as 
vo the charficter of the masters, and made ful! 
inquiry of his companions as to the mistress’ 
liberality with respect to diet before he applied 
for work: for it would have been unpleasant to 
have, to turn out again in the ice and snow. 
Two or three years would be passed in this 
way, and then the wanderer would fall in love. 
and either return home or scttie dowu in the 
place in which be bappened to be. 

The system had many advantages. It was 
very beneficial to the health of those who were 
doomed to sedentary occupations that they 
should become used to regular exercise and 
that so much of their youth should be passed 
in the open air.

PARK APPROPRIATIONS. — 

A lengthened debate arose on the question 
of the appropriation for public parks. Aid. 
Walsh drew attention to the bill pending in the 
Legisiature to give controi of the public parks 
to the Park Commissioners. This bill was based 
on the fact that the parks were negiected by 
the city. If the Council desired to give up con- 
trol of the parks the appropriation should be 
stricken out altogether; if not, then the appro- 
priation should be increased toa sum adequate 
for the proper care of the parks. He moved to 
inerease the amount 50 per cent. Ald. Schaack 
wanted an additional appropriation for Wicker 
Park. Ald. Eisteldt wanted an appropriation 
ior the triangular piece of land et the ivter- 
section of Clark and Wells streets. Event- 
ally all the.motions were laid on the table 
by a vote of 11 to 10, and the Finance Com- 
mittee’s estimate adopted. 

On the question of the appropriation of sal- 
aries for the Street Department Ald. Lawler 
and Riordan made a strenuous effort to get a 
superintendent of house-moving appointed 
with a salary of $1,800, to be paid out of the 
receipts of the office. Aid. Dixon, Lyke, 
Waish, Noyes, and Hull objected, the latter 
strongly protesting aguinst the disposition of 
some wembers of the Council to create offices 
and ipcrease salaries for the benefit of useless 
functionaries. The motion was lost by a vote 
of 11 to 9. 

RAISING THE FIRE-MARSHAL’S SALARY. 

When the appropriutions for salaries given 
above were passed the question of the appro- 
priation of salaries for the Fire Department 
was reached, and cailed forth another warm 
debate. Chief Swenie’s salary last year was 
$4,000. The Finance Committee reported an 
jocrease to $4,250. A motion of Ald. Lyke to 
inerease it to $4,750 was lost. A motion of 
Ald. Lawler to meresse it ta $4,500 
was carried. Aid. Lawler moved to in- 
crease the salary of the Assistant Fire Marshal, 
and was in the middie of a lengthened oration 
on things in general and Ald.

Zero. 

Cnricaao, Feb. 18.— [Editor of The Tribune.] 
—I rise toa point of order regarding the dis- 
cussion pendum in your columns upon the 
question, What is zero?” The communica- 
tion of W. F. G.“ this morning is sensible and 
logical; but what need of explanation other 
than that given in Webster? We there find 
that “zero,” per se, is “Cipher; sothimg; 
naught: the point from which the graduation, 
as of a thermometer, commences.” It is angli- 
cized from the French zero, and the Italian and 
Spanish zero taken from the Arabic cafrun, 
gifrua, signifying “empty, a cipher.” Webster 
specially defines as follows; Zero, in the 
thermometers of Ceisius and Réaumur, is at the 
point at which water congeals. The zero of 
Fahrenheit’s thermometer is fixed at the point 
at which the mercury stands when immersed 
in a mixture of snow and salt. In Wedgwood's 
pyrometer the zero corresponds with 1,077° on 
Fahrenheit’s scale. Also as follows: **Zero- 
point, the point indicating zero, or the com- 
mencement of a scale or reckoning.”

The President’s Explanation. 

New Orveans, La., Feb. 3.— Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—I have just received a slip cut from 
your Saturday's issue which purports to be a 
notice of a bill in chancery filed by the Leon- 
ard Glass-Works against the Chicago Insulat- 
ing Company, of which I am President, and 
among whose directors and shareholders are 
some of the most reputable gentlemen of the 
city. While, as a matter of fact, the allega- 
tions of the bill as recited by you are erro- 
neous, and many of them egregiously so, mas- 
much as their truth or falsity involves no im- 
putation on the honor or integrity of myself or 
of the men associated with me in the manage- 
ment of the company, I pass them without fur- 
ther notice; butas to that portion which is 
calculated to convey the idea of some mis- 
representation having been made to the Leon- 
ard Glass-Works people or some advantage 
taken of them, I desire to say that they re- 
ceived the bonds in question as part 
payment for goods made by them 
for us, the other part being paid 
in cash. Before taking them they personally 
visited and inspected our machinery and plant, 
and informed themselves as to the interest of 
the company in the various letters patent, etc., 
owned or controlled by the company. ‘The 
bonds themselves contain a description of the 
property pledged for their payment, and this 
description is identical, except us to fullness, 
with that in the trust deed. If for any reason 
the trust deed fails to carry out the spirit and 
intent of its execution the defect is unknown 
to us, and on being pointed out will be at once 
remedied. Finally, the property described in 
the trust deed at tie time of its execution was 
and still is really and intrinsically worth many 
times the whole amount of the company’s in- 
‘debtedness, and 1 hope and expect a few 
months hence will find che company in a pros- 
perous condition, despite the difficulties which, 
in common with so many other manufacturing 
companies, it now has to encounter.

The Germans Should Redeem the City 
from Bad Government. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 16. Euitor of the Tribune.]— 
The 200 000 Germans in Chicago more than any 
other single class are responsible as a control- 
ling element in Chicago politics for the con- 
tinued rule of Carter Harrison and officiais 
like nim who cajole the law-breaking classes. 
It bas been in the reach of the combined Ger- 
man voting power during all these years of 
misrule to lift Chicago out of the hand of 
her destroyers, and place her in the 
bands of pure, determined, and worthy 
As a body of voters they 
have been duped and betrayed by German pa- 
pers and advisers as well as political tricksters, 
who have misrepresented the Republican par- 
ty and the character of honorable men. They 
dave represented themselves as friends of the 
Germans seeking to guard their rights against 


} others who were seeking to deprive them of 
| their rights. 


This position is and has been 
false from the beginning and a cunning subter- 
fuge to cover their plans of stepping into 
power over the beads of their dupes. 

The Republican party bas been and is the 
party of progress, its leaders the foremost 
thinkers and statesmen of the age, and its poli- 
ey broad enough to meet the approvai for 
twenty years ofa majority of the 50,000,000 
people occupying A vast and varied territory 
rapidiy developing intoa new Nation. When 
petty demagogs accuse this great party of at- 
tempting to circumvent the Germans and take 
away theft beer by force and thus scare them 


into voting for such an unscrupulous, ambi- 


tious political wire-puller as Harrison, who is 
to defend their liberties, it is time they were 
boldly met and their falsehoods exposed. 

It is not necessary under a state of civiliza- 
tion to pass and enforce laws for mutual pro- 
tection. There is no class that should be ex- 
empt. The liquor traffic is and should be regu- 
tated in every civilized nation. But the regu- 
lation of its sale, the prevention of adultera- 
tion, the levy of a tax, and requirement of a 
license 18 not depriving those who wish to buy 
a giass of beer of the privilege of doing so. 

There are 3,500 German saioons in Cuicago, 
and fifteen local brewers and ten branch of- 
fices of outside brewers on one side, and on

Certeia personal privileges to benefit society 
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can use anything he wishes in 
and makes beer cheap, while in Ger- 
many cannot use anything but malt and 
hops, if he uses other ingredients as sub- 
stitutes he is punished. ; 

The German papers say: High license does 
not decrease intemperance or the number of 
saloons.” Answer: It is proven that bn 
license does decrease the number of saloons. 
as is demonstrated Already in Chicago. The 
license is still too low, as the worst den can 
procure one at the present rate. The temptation 
to drink is not so great when there are less 
saloons. The German papers say: * The 
gambling and disreputable houses can pay for 
a high license, when the poor, honest saloon- 
keeper cannot raise money enough.“ Answer: 
It is better for the latter to drop the business 
and go into some other employment. The 
saloonkeeper,” they say, has a family and 
cannot find any other business be can attend 
to.“ Answer: This proves the necessity of hien 
license, because any man who does not like to 
learn a trade or acquire the knowledge neces 
sary to fit him for the duties of a business- 
man, can go into the saloon business. and con- 
sequentiy a large proportion of saloonkeepers 
belong to the irresponsible portion of the com- 
munity not fitted for other pursuits. It 
is a well-known fact that a man who once occu~- 
pies a position as bartender will scarcely ever 
find a bigher piace in society, as all will be apt 
to look down upon him; while the day-laborer. 
mechanic, farmer, or student rises in this 
country accordmg to his ability and success. 
The last refuge fora man who can get no em- 
ployment elsewhere is the saloon. it requires 
little skill, and is resorted to by people too lazy 
to work. However, all saioonkeepers are not 
of this class, and many in Chicago are active 
business-men and iively politicians. 

The Saloobkeepers Association are now busy 
trying to get the Legislature to fix a uniform 
license of $250. They bave their agent at 
Springfield. Brewers as weil as saloonkeepers 
are benefited by a low license and a large num- 
ber of saicons, as there is more waste of beer 
and a greater amount consumed. 

A saloonkeeper in Germany must pay for all- 
dense to do business according to amoust of 
business he does, also taxes for being a dealer, 
then a tax as an employer. The brewer must 
pay taxes as a manufacturer and dealer, and 
an extra brewing tax, which is about one-haift 
cent per pound of malt. Ine Government 
watches brewers very close to see that taxes 
are not avoided and that the beer is not adul- 
terated; it has a system of sealing the vats. 

In most of the cities and towns one saloon 
is permitted to every 1.000 inhabitants, and the 
paloonkeeper must get permission of land- 
owners in his block, ana must have lived in the 
place two years and have a good reputation. 
He must keep his saloon clean, healthy, and re- 
spectable. All saloons are also restaurants, 
and are under strict supervision of local au- 
thorities, and even the beer pipes and pumps 
are weekly examined to see that they are ciean 
and not poisoning the beer, making it burtful 
to the health. No saloons are allowed in un- 
healthy basements and sanitary rules must be 
observed. The saloonkeeper must give bonds. 

The Republican party bas not made the 
question of prohibition in this State one of its 
princip.es, to my knowledge. It s a party of 
progress and good goverument, and has long 
since convinced the world that it is far ahead 
of the Democratic party in its advocacy of the 
principles of liberty. The freedom that Ger- 
mans longed for in Germany the Republican 
party bas secured to them in the United States. 
It has taken shackles from slaves, but put 
none upon any race or class. It is the party of 
freedom, and, although it has made and should 
make sensible laws to govern in wmat- 
ters of business and human intercourse, 
ite policy always tende to promote public 
welfare without interfering with the rights of 
citizens. A fundamental error of the Germans 
is that they attach too much importance to 
beer and beer interests, and continually drag 
itinto politics. They are more fanatical in 
their opinions in regard to this than Puritans 
and Prohibitionists are in relation to their be- 
liefs and convictions. It is their extreme 
measures that have in part produced a Prohi- 
bition party. 

This has so blinded them as to make them 
forgetiul of vital questions of government, 
and they are easily led away by those who 
work upon their prejudices. Thus they are 
turned away from responsible men to irrespon- 
sible leaders by merely being told the former 
are’Prohibitionists or Puritans. This funda- 
mental error should be corrected among 
the Germans in Chicago 80 that a rood city 
government gan be obtained. The Germans 
should combine their forces in Chicago, and, 
like the German nations ot early times, de- 
stroying with fearful furce the decaying and 
corrupted Roman Empire, sweep down in full 
force upon the ballot-boxes next spring and 
hurl corrupt and dishonured officeboiders from 
power, replacing them with good men. They 
will then redeem their nameana the honor of 
Chicago.

CURSED BY HER APPETITE. 


The Downfall and Death of a Beau- 
tiful Woman. 

PHILADELPHIA. PA Feb. 10.—A woman who 
belonged to one of the best families in 
Philadelphia died ina wretched frame house 
on Kaighn’s avenue, Camden, N. J., at an 
early hour this mornmg from the effects 
ol an assault on ber by William Fisher and 
John Burley, two young negroes, the l4tn 
of January. The woman was once the hand- 
some and accomplished wife of ex-Judge 
Woodward. and moved in the best society. She 
became addicted to drink and her downfall 
was rapid and terrible. Her friends for a long 
time tried to reclaim her, but at last were 
compelled to abandon her, though they fixed 
upon her an income sufficient to maintain ber 
in comfort. After she was given up by her 
relatives she became utterly abandoned, and 
associated with the vilest characters and 
was contipually under the influence of liquor. 
Some years ago she moved to Camden to the 
bouse where she died, and her furniture 
and clothing attracted much attention in that 
squalid neighborhood by their expensive 
quality. But she died in the midst of filth and 
rags. 

Early the evening of Jan. 14 the residents 
of the neighborhood heard soreams in Mrs. 
Woodward's residenee, and upon breaking 
into the house found the unfortunate woman, 
bound and gagged, lying in a pool of blood. 
Fisher and Burley were arrested for the assault, 
and the latter having turned State's eviaeace 
the men were convicted and sentenced by 
Judge Reed to six and five years, respectively, in 
the State prison. The death of Mrs. Wood- 
ward was caused, beyond a doubt, by the brutal 
kicks and biows which sabe received at the 
bands of these negroes, and from which she 
had been suffering ever since the attack. Dr. 
Wills, the physician who has been attending 
ber, says ber death was the result of these 
injuries, and refused to give a certificate of 
death until a post-mortem examination is 
made. Last evening she sent a message to 
H. S. Seovel, to come to her house and write 
ber will. Thinking it one of her many whims 
Mr. Scovel did not go. About 8 o’ciock this 
morning the woman spoke her last words, and 
at 7:45 o'clock she died.

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Not a Fanatic, but a Man Who Be- 
lieved in Himself Thor- 


oughly. 


His Personal Bravery in Times of Danger 
—Incidents Which Reveal His 


Character. 


Thousands who never saw Gordon and who 
ha ve but vague notions of his personality, says 
a correspondent of a New York paper, bave 
beard with true sorrow pf his death. To me it 
comes like a personal loss, for I knew him 
weil, and he bad been a kind friend. Although 
I well knew the peril of his situation, my faith 
in his resources kept me hopeful of his final 
escape. It seems opportune to try to make 
public some definit ideas of the man and his 
missions, and perhaps to correct some miscon- 
ceptions of his character. In the autumn of 
1876, when Gordon wished to leave the Khe- 
dive’s Equatorial Provinces, I was ordered up, 
at his own request, to command in bis absence. 
At that ume 1 had already served twenty 
months in the Soudan, and was then at Darfour. 
Later, when Gordon came out as Governor- 
General of the Soudan, the Equatorial Prov- 
inces were added to that Government and I 
was confirmed in his old command, Thus, 
through personal and official correspondence 
and intercourse, and through wandering in his 
footsteps in the savage country of the Upper 
Nile, I came to know Gordon somewhat inti- 
mately. 

He was unmarried, and at the time of his 
death was 5% years old. Ia person he was 
about five feet eignt inches tall, of light but 
athletic figure. He was a fine borseman, a 
powerful swimmer, a good sbot, and has given 
evidence known to the world of extraordinary 
physieal endurance. When 1 first saw him, in 
January, 1874, his complexion was fresh and 
his bair brown and curling closely. When I 
saw him last, in April, 1878, bis face had be- 
come thin ana sallow and his hair quite gray. 
He had a nobie head, and his blue eyes were 
singularly ciear and piercing. His open and 
direct gaze seemed to look through and through 
one. His mouth was resolute, but his whole 
expression was very animated and mobile. 
His manner and speech were quick and abrupt, 
often brusque, and often gentie and even 
tender. He dressed plain, but was scrupu- 
lously neat. In the heart ot Africa be con- 
trived to shave every morning. * 

He was a great smoker, but abstemious in 
eating and drinking. Stores of food and drink, 
elaborate mess equipage, cooss and their 
paraphernalia were never allowed to impede 
bis flights over the land. He complained first 
of the rapacity of Englishmen and next of their 
worship of dinner. A relative told me a trifling 
but characteristic incident which took place 
during bus service on the Danube Commission. 
A distinguished personage called ou him. Gor- 
don’s servant, a devoted old woman, told the 
caller that the Colonel was just at dinner, but 
the door was hardly closed when she beard 
Gordon's stern voice bidding ber call the gen- 
tleman back, as be was not at dinner. The 
visitor returned, and after he had gone the 
trembling domestic ventured to look for the 
dinner which she bad carefully served, but of 
which not a sign was to be seen on the table. 
She finally found dirner, service, cloth, and all 
in a bundle na locker. Affairs were not to be 
hindered by a trifie like dinner. His horror of 
formal dinners gave bim muoli trouble after 
he became a lion in England. 

HIS DISTASTE FOR SOCIAL FORMALITY. 

When asked to dinner in Southampton be 
really coula not aceept—sorry, but he was just 
going up to London. As soon as bis presence 
was known in London an invitation to dinner 
would send him flying back to Southampton, 
and so the poor man vibratea from invitation 
to invitation. Fuss was even more repugnant 
to him tnan dinner. Pomp, parades, ceremo- 
nies, and the embellishments of high station 
were irksome to him. He was uneasy and 
bored in the beautiful Kasren-Nouss, the pal 
ace assigned to him on the Shoubra road by 
the Khedive when be was in Cairo. He looked 
at bis old camel saddle on the flour of his bed- 
room and longed for the desert. I think it 
was Gordon himseif who told me of his visit 
to the Duke of Connaught. When be went to 
his room to dress for dinner the con- 
tents of his modest bag had been con- 
venientiy disposed for him, and he gave me 
an amusing picture of bis aged and battered 
combs, brushes, and razors, displayed on the 
magnificent dressing-table. Giegler Pasha, who 
once went up the White Nile as Gordon's 
guest, found him one day in the cabin seated 
at a table with bis mess silver before him and 
a file, with which be was carefully erasing the 
family crest from each piece. There was no 
affectation of simplicity or of contempt for 
rank, or of equality of station about the man, 
but absolute sincerity and a keen perception of 
the essential and a contempt for trivialities. A 
Duke or a crest might be useful or ornament- 
al, but they inspired in bim no awe merely as 
Dukes and crests. But no one could safely 
forget to give Gordon all the respect due to his 
rank, and he had a bigh family pride. Pom- 
posity he never spared. His biessed sense of 
humor gave him much enjoyment of the 
effect of his attitude towards the sacred 
things of England upon the minds of 
bis fellow-countrymen. I say his biessed 
sense of humor, for it was to him a 
biessed gift: it was no small element in his 
work. Writing from Shaka, after baving suf- 
fered months of hunger, thirst, and fatigue, 
after having been barassed by killing cares 
and having beeninimmuinent peril for weeks 
together, be says: You will laugh when I 
tell you the story.” Mostof us would have 
thought ot the heroiv aspect of ourstory. He 
ordered a Circassian Pasha, Governor-General 
of Darfour, to leave the country, and to make 
sure that he lett. be said, but fora little fun I 
suspect, followed in his wake for 500 miles. 
The luxurious Pasha would scarcely curl him- 
self up in a comfortable camp be- 
fore the inexorable, red-faced En- 
giishman would appear, order him 
to move on. Gordon long after chuckied over 
the misery of the poor rascal whom he thus 
taught to march. To Gordon's sense of humor 
we must attribute his offer to divide the Em- 
pire of Central Africa with one of his officers, 
if we are to believe he ever made the offer. 
He was quite capabie of amusing himself with 
the effect on his companion of such a sugges- 
tion. 

HIS IMPETUOUS TEMPERAMENT. 

He was of hasty temper, imperious will, and 
impetuous action. If evera man needed the 
saving grace of religion it was Gordon, and he 
knew it. He was, however, tender-hearted and 
one of the most generous men in the world. 
In bis quarters at Galatz a glazed window 
opened on the passage by which his working- 


room was approached, and when in partieu- 


larly bad temper he placed a hammer in that 
window as a warning to his people. On bis 
„ hammer days be was to be avoided. On 
one of bis journeys up the Nile, while in a part 
of the river thick with crocodiles, a monkey 
with which he was playing on the deck of the 
steamer fell overboard. In a twinkling Gor- 
don was in the waier to save the monkey. 

His impetuosity must have got him into a 
thousand scrapes, from which only his mental 
and physical address and his ‘*3-o’c'ock-in-the- 
morning courage rescued bim. While haul- 
ing one of hie nuggars (the common sailing- 
craft of the Nile) up the rapids, in the fourth 
degree of datitude,a rope broke and drifted 
away, and the boat was put in great peril. 
Gordon called for volunteers to go out after 
the rope, but no one stirred. He jumped into 
a skiff, pulled out, picked up the rope, upset 
his skiff, swam with che rope to à rock, and 
there remained all night till some means 
of rescue could be found. When in Dar- 
four, marching to meet Suleiman, the son 
of Sebeur, who stirred up a formidable 
revolt, be wrote: ‘“Sebebr’s son is now 
on bis way to meet me with 2,800 armed 
slaves to see if I am weak. If so he will at- 
tack and try to make me prisoner to exchange 
for his father. If he finds lam strong be will 
temporize and try treachery: It is suggested 
to me to use treachery towards bim. I do not 
like the Asiatic tricks, and so, D. V., I shall at- 
tack bis advance-guerd of 700 men two days 
from here and open the bali. God help me, 
for 1 have little confidence in my troops. It is 
the crisis. Fortunately, he came through 
this crisis with little figatmg and Suleiman re- 
treated to Shukaand nursed his rebeliion. To 
this den.“ as he called it, Gordon eventually 
followed Suleiman and astonished the 3.000 
robbers by riding alone into their camp, scold- 
ing Suleiman roundly and ordering bim to dis- 
band bis followers. Strange to say, Suleiman 
neither killed Gordon nor made bim prisoner, 
but obeyed him. 

How mucb of calenlation there was in these 

y reckless feats ne one can tell, but 
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At 5 ot = stations 
of the Equatorial Provinces, negroes 
on —.— bank of the Nile were hostile 
and implacable. It was they who surrounded 
and killed young Linant de Bellefonds and bis 
fifty or sixty men under the eyes of the Moogi 
garrison, who had no means of crossing the 
river and were powerless to help their com- 
rades. It was not a great while after this af- 
fair that Gordon was seen alone in asmall boat 
paddling slowly along the hostile bank. The 
negroes on the siopes watched him uneasily 
while he quietly landed, tied his skiff, and pro- 
ceeded to display a store of beads with whic 
he tried to entice them to come near an 
talk with him. Finding that his efforts 
were vain, he took his rifle from 
the boat, shot a hippopotamus which appeared 
just in time to give the performance a graceful 
finish, reémbarked,. and pulled back to the 
stockade, while the negroes came down and 
One of 
Gordon's deliberate risks, undertaken for 
effect, gave me no small discomfort when I 
succeeded to the command of the Equatorial 
Provinces. At most of the stations he had 
built buts for his own oceupancy as he passed 
up and down the river. These buts were 
often built outside the stockades and in some 
instances at considerable distances from them. 
Doubtiess bis first notion in this was to show 
his confidence in the natives. I could not 
afford to uee any element of influence that 
Gordon hau found useful. Time and again it 
happened that Gordon would be missed from 
his hut in the morning. A party would at 
once start out on the route of march proposed 
for the day, and sooner or later would over- 
take bim, striding along alone and unarmed, 
with bis tin box of tobacco under his arm and 
his cigaret-pipe in his fingers. This was 
partly to avoid the inevitable turning out of 
the garrison and firing of salutes and other 
fuss when the Governor came and went, but 
quite as much for the example. His courage 
and swift decision in all matters, great and 
small, inspired with awe the savages of the 
equator and the wild tribesmen of the Soudan, 
and kept in constant dread of his stern disei- 
pline the intriguing, treacherous officials in his 
service—and this notwithstanding his compas- 
sionate and merciiul spirit. He was quick to 
recognize faithiul service, generous in award- 
ing credit, and fullof sympathy. No mans 
pains or griefs or personal affairs were beneath 
his notice and care. No doubt be often did in- 
justice in his prompt efforts to right the 
wrongs of the poor Soudanese who came whim- 
pering about him wherever be went, but never 
intentionally. His purse was aiways open. 
His simpie habits involved the least possibile 
expenditure pon bimseif, and be was thus re- 
peatedly able to keep those be served his debt- 
ors by declining their pay, while he was lavish 
in gifts and bounties, 

GORDON NOT A FANATIC. 

Gordon is called a fanatic and a religious en- 
thusiast: It is not worth while to quibbie 
about words, but it is a pity there are not more 
fanatics. The truth is this: Gordon was not 
a philosophical spirit. All his conceptions were 
simple, strong, Vivid, and somewhat narrow. 
He was not a great reader. indeed, of late 
years he read hardly anything but the Bibie 
and English lyric poetry. Generally bis life 
was such a deadly earnest struggie with hard 
facts that be had little time to think about 
other men’s beliefs. A fervent, truthful man, 
of devout stock and devoutly rerred, be was 
simply a Christian with his whole heart, and 
bis religion went into the minutest details of 
his lite, Other men think they are religious. 
Gordon was religious. Other men say they are 
in God's hands. Gordon knew be was. Is it 
so rare to find a man who lives his 
religion and who follows it to its 
logical conclusions in all his conduct 
that when such a man is found he must appear 
to us as a fanatic? In tact, I don’t know, (K- 
cept in a most general way, what Gordon's re- 
ligious faith was. He never spoke of it to me 
in conversation or in his letters. Of this lam 
sure, that he never of late years tried to im- 
press his religious beliefs upon any one. His 
efforts in the ragged schools at Gravesend were 
probabiy the only ones be ever made at public 
teaching. and those were confined to trying to 
make the boys clean, honest men. Gordon's 
biographers have dweit so long upon this side 
of his character that those who know him only 
through the newspapers have no conception of 
the patient and far-seeing statesmanship dis- 
played in his service under the Khedive, nor 
of the military genius shown in his Obinese 
campaigns. The story of his brilliant defense 
ot Khartoum is yet to be written. 


BIS ENGAGEMENT IN EGYPT. 


His first mission to Egypt was at the request 
of the Khedive, to undertake the task in which 
Sir Samuel Baker had failed—the organization 
and control of the negro country south of the 
tenth degree of nortn latitude. The sup- 
pression of the slave trade was only an inci- 
dent dictated by the public opinion in England, 
by sound public policy and by Gordon's con- 
science. Baker spent hundreds of thousanés 
of pounds and was driven out of the country, 
leaving tbe negro tribes in a furious state of 
hostility and kis own troops in mutiny. 
Gordon, in three years of patient work, estab- 
lished a chain of stations for 500 miles along 
the Nile, with regular messenger service be- 
tween them, won the confidence of the negroes 
to such a degree that 3.000 porters could be 
collected in twenty days, and that his garri- 
sons were always supplied with grain and beef 
procured by barter, and not only paid the 
debt of the provinces, but made them yield a 
cousiderable revenue. His policy was simple. 
When I pressed him for instructions he wrote 
„ge jugt and fear no man.” He added, how- 
ever, It you find any one intriguing, get rid 
of him instantly if be is your own broth- 
er.“ The scheme was to push the posts 
of the equatorial provinces gradually 
southward until Metesa and the Victoria 
Lake were absorbed. All plans to 
this end were laid with minute and far-sighted 
skill. After three years of this work Gordon 
became so tired of the steady struggle with his 
bitter and wily enemy, Ismail Pasha Ayoub, 
the Circassian Governor-General of the Soudan, 
who was between him and Cairo, that he took 
heroic measures. He asked to be relieved of 
his command, went to England, doubtless to 
learn bow far his scheme would be approved 
by his own Government, returned to Cairo, and 
announced his intention of leaving the 
Khedive's service. This was fatal to Ismaii's 
pianos of African Empire, and the result was 
that Gordon was made the Governor-General! 
of the Soudan. His powers were far greater 
than bad been given toany former Governor- 
General, as was bis territory. He was given 
absolute control over the revenues of the Sou- 
dan ahd was to pay nothing to the general 
treasury. The only stipulation was that he 
should carry on the work of the Soudan Rail 
way. Most unfortunately for the Soudan the 
financiai troubles into which Egypt speedily 
fell upset the whole plan. Gordon resigned, 
Ismail abdicated, and then followed the train 
of events which led to the heroic death of one 
whose great qualities will be more widely 
known and more generally revered as time 
goes on.

THE COURTS. 


A Novel Legal Question, 

A novel question was raised yesterday before 
Judge Gresham in the chancery case of Parker 
against Krebs. In September, 1869, the Great 
Western Distiiiery Company became indebted to 
the United States for taxes on distilled spirits to 
the amount of about $8,000. The distillers began 
quarreling among themselves, accusing one an- 
other of dishonesty, and neglected to pay the tax. 
The distillery was burned down very soon after. 
and the property was subsequentiy 801d 
by the Collector of Internal Revenue, «nd bid in 
by him, in want of other bidders, for the United 
States. Judge J. R. Doolittie afterward bought 
the Government title and then sold it again, and 
subsequently asuit was begun between the par- 
ties claiming title to divide the property. Besides 
the purchasers from Dowlittie, there were claim- 
ants under tax titles. The statute under which the 
land was sold expressly «ave the collector power 
to sell real estate when there was not enough per- 
sonal property. As against the validity of 
the sale it was urged*that there was on the land at 
the time of the sale more than enough 
personal property, consisting of old boilers, ma- 
chinery, etc., with which to satisfy the $8,000 due 
the Government. The engine, boiler, ete., before 
the fire constituted a part of the realty, and the 
novel question was raised as to whether the fire 
could change that realty into personaity. On the 
other band, it was contended that the return of the 
collector that there was not sufficient personal 
property to satisfy the Goverment claim was suffi- 
cient to protect a purchaser at the subsequent sale 
The arguments will be resumed today. 


A Rallroad President Who Has a Poor 
Memory. 

In the case of Charles MacNay against the Dau- 
ville & St. Louis Ratlroad Company and its officers 
an answer was filed yesterday by Sidney A. 
Stevens, the President of the  corpora- 
tion. This was * suit to recover 
for services and money loaned, and MacNay recov- 
ered a judgment. He then filed a creditor’s bill 
charging that the company bad no existence, that 
it had once had a small Office in Chicago, from 
which it was expelled for non-payment of rent, 
and that its officers had abandoned it and gone into 
more lucrative employments. ‘ 

Stevens appears not to know of the railrodd’s 
affairs as to whether it has any office, or business, 
or assets, books of account, capital stock, share- 
holders, or even debts, and calis on the compiain- 
ant to prove all bis charges, He denies that te

A Husband and Wife Fall into the Hands of 


a Chattel-Mortgage Man. 

A bill was filed in the Superior Court Tuesday, 
but suppressed, by John F. and Maria C. Hanchar 
against Leroy Church, Elizabeth Church, and 
Alonzo Blossom to prevent them from 
foreclosing a chattel mortgage. The 
complainants say that in February, 1883, 
being in distress for money they applied to Leroy 
Church for a loan, and he gave them $115 for six 
months, but compelled them to give him notes for 
$138 secured by chattel-mortgage on their bouse- 
hold furniture. When the mortgage fell due it 
was taken up by Blossom, who represented he had 
paid $129, and induced them to give him notes and 
a mortgage for $168 and pay him 628 for interest. 
This fell due in February, 1884, and Church took it 
up and a new mortgage was given for $155, com- 
plainants having paid $93. In August last thie ran 
out and a pew mortgage was given for $97, which 
fellaue a week ago. Complainants charge that 
Blossom and Church conspired together to defraud 
them by charging usurious interest and playing 
into euch other's bands. The Hunchars are now 
ili and unable to pay the mortgage, but they claim 
to have paid more than is due already, and ask to 
have an injunction to prevent the foreclosure of 
the mortgage. 


The Republic Life-Insurance Company Case. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois recently filed an 
opinion in the Republic Life-Insurance Company 
case, holding that the receiver was not tho proper 
party to bring suits toset aside the alleged fraadu- 


lent surrender of the 20 per cent stock of the com- 
pany, but that suits for that purpose should be be- 
gun by the creditors themselves This opinion 
was delivered by the late Justice Walker and 
Judges.

dissenting given by 
Justice Muikey, in which Chief-Justice Scofield 
and Justice Sheidon concurred. The death of 
Justice Walker leaves the court evenly divided, 
and, as an application for rehearing will soon ve 
made, it becomes an interesting question as to how

the question. 


Late Legal Decisions. 
The following noteworthy decisions were lately 
rendered by courts of high jurisdiction: 


Promissory notes were taken for towing charges, 
but they were not paid when due, and notes in ex- 
tension were given. Before these new notes 
matured a libel was filed to recover the charges, 
and the claimants of the vessel setupthe defense: 
(2) That by accepting the notes the lien was lost; 
(2) thatif the lien existed the suit was prematurely 
brought, for the time to pay was extended through 
the notes to the date of their maturity. A recov- 
ery was had on the libel and the case, The 
Alabama and Two Scows, was appealed 
to the Unoted States. Circuit Court for the 
Southern Dis of Alabama, where the decree 
was affirmed. Judge Pardee, in the opinion, said: 
“By the principles of the maritime lav alien is 
not lost by the acceptance of notes unless the 
claimant can show that the lienholder agreed to 
receive the notes in lieu of the original claim. On 
receiving the original notes libellants signed and 
receipted the towage account tnus: Received pay- 
ment by note, ninety days.’ But this fact, of 
itself, is not safficient to warrant the inference 
thet by receiving the notes it was intended to waive 
the lien. As to the suit being premature because 


the notes were not due, it fuliows that as the lien 


was not lost dy taking the notes, whenever the lien 
was in danger of being lost by transfers of the 
craft upon which the lien rested, libellants would 
have a clear right to surrender the notes and in- 
sist upon their lien.“ 

N sued H for a debt; they were citizens of differ- 
ent States, and H, having been discharged under 
the insolvent laws of his own State, set up that 
discharge in defense of the suit. It was admitted 
that N did not appear in the insolvency proceed- 
ings; did not prove his demand against H therein, 
or in apy way share or participate in the distribu- 
tion of the estate surrendered. WN argued that this 
defense was not sufficient to defeat his claim, and 
the court decided in his favor. The case, Newton 
vs. Hagerman, was carried to the United States 
Cireult Court for the District of Nevada, where the 
court below was sustained. Judge Sabin, in 
the opinion, said: Te question raised here is 
this: What, if any, extra-territorial force or effect 
have State insolvent laws? If these laws have no 
force or effect beyond the limits of the State, and 
are applicable only to contracts between citizens 
of the State made subsequent to the passage of the 
insolvent laws, then the matters pleaded in the 
answer are no bar to plaintiff's recovery in this ac- 
tion. We consider it settled in the Federal and 
State courts that the insolvent laws of one State 
cannot discharge the contracts of citizens of other 
States, because they have no extra-territorial 
operation, and, consequently, the tribunal sitting 
under them, unless in cases where a _ citi- 
zen of said other State voluntarily de- 
comes a party to the proceedings, has 
no jurisdiction in the case. Legal notice cannot be 
given, and, consequently, there can be no obiga- 
tion to appear, and, of course, there can be no 
legal default. The debt attends the person of the 
creditor, and unless he is within the jurisdiction of 
the court no discharge granted hy it can affect his 
rights. It is a question of citizenship, and State 
courts and State laws are powerless to affect the 
rights of non-resident creditors by any jurisdic- 
tion they may have or exercise over the person of 
the debtor, or by any proceedings in rem affecting 
the debt iteeif.’’ 

D applied for a policy on his life Dec. 20, 1882, 
and on going to get it said he wished to transfer 
the policy to S. who was the best friend I have 
in the world.”” (At that time 8 was surety on an 
oficial bond of D). By direction of the agent of 
the insurance company, D executed at once an as- 
signmenttoS. In November, 1882, D died, having 
faithfully performed the duties of his office. 8 
had never becn informed of the assignment. and 
the administrator of D claimed the insurance 
money. The company refused to pay 
him, and, by agreement, the amount was 
paid to a stakeholder, both claimants receipting to 
company, and a case stated to determine the own- 
ership of tne fund. In this casé, Scott vs. Dickson, 
aaministrator, the trial court decided against 8, 
who carried the judgment to the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania, where he succeeded in establishing 
his claim. Judge PaXson, in the opinion said: 
The essential thing is, that the policy shall be ob- 
tained in good faith, and not for the purpose 
of speculating upon the hazard of a life 
in which the assured has no i interest. 
Now why should, an insurable interest 
ceasing, the policy fall in for the benefit of the 
company? It treats a contract of life-insurance as 
a contract of indemnity, not as a contract to pay a 
certain sum of money in the event of death. If the 
policy fell in it would lead to this resuit: A, a 
creditor of B for $1,000, takes outa policy or his 
life, and he continues to pay premiums until they 
reach $1,100. B then pays his debt, and A loses 
$100, though he has received hie ciaim. 8. as D’s 
surety, had an insurable interest in D’s lite be- 
fore any default made by him in bis office, if the 
assignment was valid. We do not think that this 
assigoment passed the titieto 8, for a gift is a 
contract executed, and, as the act of execution is 
the delivery of possession, it is of the es- 
sence of the title. Uuless there is a delivery there 
can be no title in the decree, The delivery of the 
assignment to the company was not delivery to 8. 
There is, however, another view ot the case which, 
we think, controls it. It is manifest that this policy 
was intended for the benefit of S when it was 
taken out. The assignment was the suggestion 
and act of the company. Had it altered the policy, 
making the loss payable to 82 of preparing 
an assignment, they would ve curried out D's 
precise intent. If the transfer tos was an after- 
thought it would be different. But it was sot. It 
was a part of the original transaction, and the di- 
rection was given before the policy was taken from 
the office. Policies like this are not wagers. The 
fact that the giver pays the policy on his own life 
me = 5 for specula tion.
